Wahhingtoíí, December 4 th.—In order to procure 
Congressional legislation at the earliert possible 
moment to carry the Chinese immigration treaty 
into practical effect, Senator Miller will to morrow, 
or at the first parliamentary opportunity thereafter, 
introduce a very important and maturely considered 
bi 1, the provisions of which are herewith given in 
advance. 
SENATOR MILLERS BILL. 
The bill that will be offered by Senator Miller is, 
ia its full text, as follows: 
A bill to enforce the treaty stipulations with the 
Chinese. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of America, in 
Congtéss assembled, That all subjects or citizens of 
China who arc students, coming to the LTnit<d States 
for the purposes of education, merchants or traders 
engaged in lawful commerce, passing through 
the United States from curiosity or upon law­ 
ful 
business, or officers of 
the Chinese 
Government, with tbeir body and household 
servants, may lawfully enter, remain in or pass 
through the United States, upon being identified as 
hereinafter provided: but the introduction or 
coming into, or the residence in the United States, 
of any-and all <>th r Chinese or natives of China, of 
whatsoever class or description, whether they come 
directly from China or <*teewheri4 except such Chi­ 
nese us wej-e residing in the Unit» d -States on the 
10th d'Y of July, A no Domini 18&^ is her bv de­ 
clared to be unlawful, and is suspei deil ar.d prohib­ 
ited until otherwise provided y law. 
Section 2. That in esse any Chinese residing in the 
United States on the 19th day of July, lsál, shall 
depart therefrom, their re-entry and future resi­ 
dence therein shall he conditioned upon their hav­ 
ing before their departure been duly registered at a 
Custom-house in the United States, and producing 
to the Collector of the district at which they shall 
seek to re-enter the cet tifíente i f registration and 
the Consmar certificate hereinafter provided for, 
and any Chinese not residing in the United States at 
that date shall, as a condition of entry, produce to 
the Collector of the district in which he seeks to en­ 
ter, the p-rmission r.f the Chinese Government and 
Consu ar certificate hereinafter provided for. 
Section 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall forthwith causad to be prepared and kept at 
the Custom-houses of the United States proper 
books, in such form as he shall prescribe, for the 
registration of foreigners who shall be entitled, 
under the provi-ions of this Act, to the privilege of 
entering and residing in the United .States. Such 
books shall contain the names of every Chinese 
registered, and his proper fignature and place of 
birth, his last place of residence before coming to 
the United States, the names and residence of his 
iarents, the date and place of arrival in the United 
States, his employment or business, hight, weight, 
size of head, and all physical marks or 
peculiarities by which he may be identified. 
Every applicant for registration shall make oath to 
toe facts stated in his registry, which oath shall be 
recorded in the book of registry, and ia cases where 
the applicant claims the privilege of registration by 
reason of his having been in the United States, on 
the 19th day of July, 1831, the fact of his residence 
in the United States shall be proven by the oath of 
two credible witnesses, which oath shall be taken, 
entered ar.d attested in the book of registry before 
registration. 
The Collector of Customs, or any 
deputy, shall have power to administer and certify 
to all oaths under this Act. 
Section 4. That no Chinese of any class or occu­ 
pation whatever, except such as residid in the 
United States on the 19th day of July, 1831, shall be 
allowed to enter the jurisdiction of the United 
States without the consent of the Chinese Govern­ 
ment first specially obtained in each case, to be evi­ 
denced bv a certificate issued by said Government, 
which certificate shall be in the English language, 
or accom]»iiicd by a translation into English, show­ 
ing such permission, with name of the permitted 
person in his proper signature, and all the particu­ 
lars in regard to him required in Section 3 for regis­ 
tration. The genuineness of which certificate, and 
the truth of the facts therein stated, and the iden­ 
tity of the person named tlierein, shall be attested 
f r indorsement thereon alter due examination by 
witnesses or otherwise, in hi3 d scretion, by the 
Consul General or other Consular representative of 
the United State at the port or place from which 
the person proceeds to the United States. Such 
Chinese shall keep such certificate, and exhibit it to 
the proper authorities in the United States whenever 
lawfully demanded ; provided that this Act shall 
not apply to diplomatic or other officers of the Chi­ 
nese Government, traveling upon business rf that 
Government, wlvse credentials in uniform shall be 
taken as equivalent to the certificate before named, 
and shall exempt him and their body ami household 
servants from the registration required of other 
Cl ine: e. 
btetion 5. That it shall be the duty of the Coikc 
tor of Customs to issue to every Chinese subject 
registered by him at the time of registry, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, a certificate, m such form 
and deuce as tne Secretary of the Treasury may 
prescribe, setting forth all the facts contained in such 
registration and the data of identification prescribed 
in Section which certificates shall be signed by the 
Collector of Customs ot the district, or bis deputy, 
ar.d attested by his seal of office, dated the day of 
its iisuc, and upon which shall be written the 
proper signature of the person registered at the 
minute of issuance of such certifícate, and the date 
of issue shall be m tdc in the hook of registry on the 
margin of the registration. 1 he certificate i o issued 
to a Chinese subject shall be prima-facie evidence of 
the facts therein stated, and shall entitle the per­ 
son to whom it Í9 issued to enter and reside 
in the United States at his own free will. Each per­ 
son to whom a certificate shah, be issued shall pay 
for the tame the sum of $1, to be paid into the 
Treasury of the United States. 
Section G. That any person who shall make a false 
statement of facts under oith in the registry of any 
Chinese under the provisions of this Act shall be 
deemed guilty of perjury, and any person who shall 
register ot more than one Cust. m house in the 
United States, or procure mc»re than one certificate 
of registration, or alter or substitute any nuuie for 
the name written in such certificate, or forge any 
such certificate, or utter any forged or fraudulent 
certificate, or falsely personate any person named in 
such certificate, shall be deemed guilty of felony, 
and u;H»n conviction thereof shill be fined in a sum 
not exceeding $1.0C0 and imprisoned at hard labor 
for a term of not lees than two years nor more than 
ten j tars, and a like penalty shall be imposed upon 
any person convicted of forgery under the provis­ 
ions of this section. 
Section 7. That no master i f any vessel shall 
bring any Chinese within the jurisdiction of the 
United States, except accredited officers cf the 
Chinese Government unle?s such Chinese shall first 
produce to him the permission of the Chinese Gov- 
erncient, attested by the Consular officer cf the 
Unittd States, 03 hereinbefore provided, ora cer­ 
tificate of registration duly issued by a Collector cf 
Custom? of a collection district in trie Unite i States, 
with the identity of the holder similarly attested by 
Consolar authority ; and any master of any vessel 
violating the provisions of this section shall be 
deemed guilty of misdfmeanor, and shall for c »ch 
person brought by means of the vessel of which he 
h master within the jurisdiction of the United States, 
be fined in the sum of $¿00, and may be imprisoned 
for a time not exceeding one year; provided, that 
this section shall not apply to any master of a vessel

5 ect >n S. That trie master of any vessel arriving 
in the United States from any foreign place what­ 
ever shall, at the same time he delivers a manifest 
of the cargo, ar.d if there be no cargo, then at the 
time of n-aking a rep. rt cf entry of the vessel pur­ 
suant to law, in addition to the other matter re­ 
quired to be reported by law, and before landing or 
permitting to land any Chícese i*as3ent>ers, dob ver 
and report to the Collector.of Customs of the dis­ 
trict in which such vessel shall have arrived, a 
separate list of all t'ie Chinese passengers taken on 
board his vessel at any foreign part or place, and 
all fcucli 
p issengers on board 
the vessel. 
At the same time 
such list 
shall show 
the names of such passenger?, if accredit’d 
officers of the Chinese Government, traveling 
on the business of that Government, with 
a note of such facts and names of ether particulars 
as shown bv the respective certificates of the other 
Chinese pnssengeis, and such list shall be sworn to 
bv the master in the msuner referred to by the law 
in relation to the manifest of a cargo.

Section 9. That before any Chinese passengers 
are landed from such vessel the Collector or his 
deputy shall proceed to examine ? 
passengers, 
comparing the certificates with the litt and with the 
passengers, allowing full entry to the ►fibers of the 
Chinese Government accredited as traveling on the 
business of that Government, and that no passengers 
are allowed in the United States from such vessel in 
violation of the law. 
Fee:ion 10. That the amount of the several pen­ 
alties imposed on the master bj' the foregoing pro­ 
visions shall be liens on the vessel, which shall l»c 
liable therefor in any District or Circuit Court of 
the United States where such vessel shall arrive cr 
enter a», and it is ma *e the duty of the United 
States Attorney to proceed ff>r such penalties and 
forfeitures in all ca^es where this law in violated. 
Section 11. That i: any Consular officer, in the 
examination of the claims and identity of any 
Chinese subject proposing to depart t<* the Unittd 
States, shall be satisfied that such person setks to 
do so fraudulently and in violation of this Act, he 
shall refuse to attest to the right of such person to 
so depart, and any Collector of Customs shall refuse 
to allow Chinese to enter the United States if he 
shall discover that such entry is unlawful under 
this Act. 
Section 12. Any person who shall aid or abet tho 
landing in the United Mates from any vessel of *ny 
Chinese not authorized by this Act to enter the 
United States, shall be deemed guilty of misde­ 
meanor, and shall be fined in the sum of $500, and 
be imprisoned for a term cot exceeding one year. 
Section 13. That no Chinese subject shall be per­ 
mitted to euter the United btates without producing 
to the proper officer of customs the certificate herein 
required of Chinese seeking to land from a vessel, 
and in case of v roagful entry or attempt to enter 
by land, the vehicle, car, animal or other means cf 
conveyance used for transporting sach perso» into

Section 14. That this Act shall take effect from

Graphic Description of the Hydraulic 
Mines and the River from Gold 
Run to Sacramento, 


The sliuiecs case—The Teople of the State 
of California vs. the Gold Rua Ditch and 
Mining Company—wa3 resumed at 9:30 a. m. 
in Department Two of the Superior Court, 
Judge Jackson Temple presiding. 
At the opening of the Court Judge Temple 
made an order directing that,a deposit of 
$500 each le made by tho plaintiffs and de­ 
fendants for the transcribing of the reporters’ 
notes. 
The direct examination of Engineer G. P. 
Allardt was resumed (by Mr. Cadwalader)— 
This sample, marked Robinson No. 1, is what 
is called red dirt, and is similar to the top 
soil at the Gold Run mine. In large masses 
it shows more of a reddish color. The depth 
of this red soil at the mine varies all the way 
from four to ten feet., and when wet has a 
darker color. [Here the witness moistened 
sample No. 1 with water to show the Court 
the difference in color between the dry and 
wet soil.] This class of earth is the soil in 
which the pine and other trees in that sec­ 
tion grow. This sample, marked Robinson 
No. 2, is of the same character as that 
of the general bank of the Gold Run mine. 
It contains some clay, and when moistened 
it becomes sticky and of a putty nature. 
This sample, marked Robinson No. 3, is pipe­ 
clay, contains but little sand, and when 
mined it makes the material termed slickens. 
It contains considerable coloring material. I 
saw some quite heavy layers of this character 
of clay in the Gold Run mine. [Here the 
witness measured the amount of sedimeDt 
that had settled in tho glass tube from the 
muddy water taken from the Gold Run mine 
on the 18th of June, and placed in the tube 
yesterday, and found that the sediment was 
equal to 18 per cent. Witness also explained 
various methods of ascertaining the amount 
of material contained in muddy water.] When 
I was at the Goll Run mice I heard 
BLAST EXPLOSIONS. 
This diagram is a cross-section of the Gold 
Run mine, and shows the lowest pit and the 
lower level of the old workings. They are 
washing the mine below the original work­ 
ings. If they continue this mining the high 
banks must necessarily cave in, bringing down 
portions of the hill that will have to be 
swept out of the mine through the tunnel, 
and into the river. I Baw no refuse matter 
of any moment in the mice. All of the 
lower workings have 
passed through 
the tunnel. That mine during the course 
of the year, if worked in the manner in 
which thi work was being prosecuted when I 
was there, would deposit into the canyon 
4,744,000 cubic yards. The statement of the 
mine-owners would be much less—only 1,318,­ 
000 cubic yards. The discharge in gallons 
per diem of 1,000 inches of water is about 
16,000,000 gallons. The velocity of the tail­ 
ings passing through the tunnel is about 
eight miles per hour. The water was so thick 
you could not* see, but you could hear the 
stones passing through the tunnel. I saw 
cobbles at the dump which had come through 
the tunnel. The material that the water held 
in suspension in the river below the mouth of 
the canyon traveled as fast as the current. 
The velocity cf the river was about three 
miles per hour from the mouth of Canyon 
creek to the junction with the Middle Fork. 
Below that point for twenty miles the aver­ 
age velocity is about two mi:e» r-c, Ivue. 
From the junction of the South Folk to the 
mouth of the American it has an average ve­ 
locity of one mile per lien?. Water from 
Canyon creek having material ic susiiension 
will be something over 
FORTY-EIGHT HOURS 
In reaching the Sacramento liver. I was at 
the mouth of the American river Júnelo, 
1881. The sample of water from the Gold 
Run mines was taken out of their sluices 
June IS, 1881. The water at the mouth of 
the American river was very muddy at that 
time. It had a yellowish, dirty color. »1 
went up the American river on the 13th of 
•Tune, 1>$1, a short distance. The next day 
I visited tho American river at the railroad 
bridge. I could perceive no difference be­ 
tween the water at that point and that at its 
mouth. A cubic foot of Btone weigh:, ti2J 
pcunds less in water than out. A current ot 
one mile an hour will move sand, and that of 
two miles an hour will move coaise sand. If 
a current of one miie an hour will move a 
stone of a certain weight, a current nf_ three 
miles an hour will move a etone weighing 
729 times as much. That is the sixth power 
of one. A current that will move a cubic 
inch of stone, when doubled, will move sixty- 
four cubic inches. A cuirent ten limes the 
velocity will move one million times the 
weight. A current of two miles an hour will 
move smail pebbles—roll them along on tbs 
bottom. A pebble an inch in diameter will 
weigh about an ounce. The transporting 
power of a current of ten mils: an hour has fif­ 
teen thousand times the transporting power 
of a current of two miles an hour. When tho 
velocity of a current carrying sed-'m nt is 
checked it parts with some of the matter it 
Holds in suspension. When the current ¡3 
ac .-derated it will 
PICK UP AND CARRY FORWARD 
The matter thus deposited. Material de­ 
posited 
in 
river 
channels 
becomes 
stratified—the heaviest material at the 
bottom and the lightest on the top. All 
sedimentary 
deposits 
are 
stratified. 
The lighter material from the Gold Run 
mine held in suspense, I think, goes, even in 
low stages of water, into the Sacramento 
river. The sand and coarser material is 
brought down by the freehets and high 
waters. The water oven now, when no min­ 
ing is going on, is somewhat turbid. Afcor a 
good freshet that would carry out the ight 
material, the river would have a graveiiy 
bed and the water would run to this city 
clear. A current of eight miles an hour 
would move all the material deposited in it 
by 
aayon reek. 
Tcc bottoms r.f the 
miring flumes are paved either with blocks, 
cobble, or irou rail, making them as rough 
as possible, for the purpose of catching 
and saving gold. The North Fork canal, 
when I saw it, offered no obstruction 
to tho flow of the river. Two hundred thou­ 
sand yards of debris would fill their dam. 
There is no debris in that dam at the present 
time. This dam is the only obstacle in tlie 
chancel from Gold Run to the Sacramento 
river, and in its present condition it is not an 
obstacle. At the present time the low stage 
and eiight current in the American river, be- 
between FolB>m and Sacramento city, I do 
not think moves the sand. High water, how­ 
ever, wonld bring it down in immense quanti­ 
ties. I measured the velocity of the current 
one half of the way between CaDyon creek and 
the Middle Fork, at low stage of wat6r, and 
found it to be three miles an hour, and the 
depth on an average one foot. The higb-wa- 
ttr marks that were visible along the river in 
many places were from 
TWENTY TO TWENTY-FIVE FEET 
Above the surface cf the water. When the 
rivsr at those places would be 20 feet deep 
tht velocity would bs 131 miles an hour. The 
current of the river at those points when 40 
feet deep would be increased to 19 2-10 miles 
per hour. 1 inspected the river all the way 
between the Middle and South Foiks. I 
made a calculation of the debris between 
those points. Those points by the river are 
20 miles distant. I calculated that this por­ 
tion of the river contained one half as much 
debris as the 28 miles above in the North 
Fork. From the junction of the Middle 
Fork to Lacey Bar there was a very slight 
deposit in the river. This wag a sar.dy, 
gravelly deposit. At Rattlesnake, Doten’s 
and Hcraesboe Bars I found deposits. The 
Rattlesnake Bar bridge between towers is 280 
feet. The river at this point is about 150 feet 
wide. Between the junction of the Sonth 
Fctk and the Foleotn bridge the channel 
is comparatively clean. In this part of 
the river are small cascades and rapids. 
The distance from Folsom to Sacrament-» is 
abcut thirty miles. If the deposit in this 
portion of the river has an average depth of

23,000,000 cubic yards. From Folsom down 
a distance of five mileB there were bank mines 
which were mined out iu former times. A 
mile below Folsom there ¡3 a sand bar 1,500 
feet long and 200 feet wide. The width of 
the river at that point, including the sand 
bar, is 000 feet. For three miles above 
ALDER CREEK 
The south bank was thirty to fifty feet high. 
On the opposite side the bank is a high hill. 
Near the mouth of Alder creek I noticed 
water-worn rocks four feet above ths surface, 
indicating that the filling had not yet reached 
ancient high-water marks. Slickens is pipe 
or any clay mixed with water, it looks 
like hydraulic cement when wet. 
The 
next mile below Alder creek the south bank 
is 50 or 00 feet high. Below Sailor’s Bar, for 
three miles, are gravel banks. Four miles 
below Sailor’s Bar I first noticed sand drifts 
on the upland. At Buffalo creek the banks 
are quite high and composed of sand. At- 
Farmer’s D:ggings there has been considera­ 
ble mining done, and a large quantity of cob­ 
ble covers the old workings. Below Farmer’s 
Diggings we come to what we call Sacra­ 
mento valley. The current at'this point, at 
low-water stage, varies from one half to one 
mile i er hour. Below this point islands and 
bars of sand appear in the chancel, covered 
with slickens. From Routier’s down we be­ 
gin to find willows. 
In Rooney’s field, 
on the sonth bank, there is a large : and 
bar covering in part an alfalfa field. This 
sand bar is at least one foot deep. 
Where I crossed the north levee, near 
Brighton, I found it had a hight of ten feet. 
I have all the notes that were taken at the 
time these observations and surveys were 
made. I made no direct estimate of the 
amount of tilling between Folsom and Sacra­ 
mento. I measured the water in tho Ameri­ 
can river October 30, 1881, where it passes 
under the bridge at Folsom. The area of 
the water section was 1,065 feet, and the dis­ 
charge was about 700 cubic feet per second. 
A constant stream of 700 cubic feet of water, 
charged with one per cent, of sediment, 
would in the course of 305 days discharge 
8,176,000 cubic yards of material. This 700 
cubic feet of water is the amount running in 
the American at its lowest stage?. High 
water would be mauy hundred times greater. 
The width of the river at Folsom would 
average a stream 250 feet wide and 20 feet 
deep. The velocity of the stream ot that 
hight would be 3 feet per second. The dis- 
charga would be 15,000 cubic feet per second. 
The fall from the 
IOWA HILL HINES 
To the river is about 1,300 feet. They are 
gravel mines. I visited those mines at the 
sane time I went to Gold Run. The ma­ 
terial of the Iowa Hill mines is simi­ 
lar to that of the Gold Run. 
The top 
soil of these mine3 is similar to this (Robin­ 
son No. 1). The general character of the 
bank Í3 something like this (Robinson No. 2). 
I measured the mines at Iowa Hill, and 
found that 2,500,000 cubic yards had been 
deposited into the North Fork and 6,000,000 
cubic yards into Indian creek. This creek 
empties into the Nurth Fork about 12{ miles 
below the mouth of Canyon creek. All of 
the mines of Iowa Hill dump either directly 
or indirectly into the North Fork. Where 
the Iowa Hill mines tail into the North Fork 
direct is from two to three miles below the 
mouth of Canyon creek. At that point the 
current of the river is from two to three miles 
an hour. One man is all that is u-ed in the 
handling of a giant. Most of the bars in the 
river are composed of light material, and 
easily set in motion by a current of water. 
If the current remains strong and for any 
considerable time the entire bar will be car­ 
ried down stream. When the water falls or 
becomes low the same causes that produce 
the bar swept away will form a similar de­ 
posit. There are large deposits in Indian 
creek at the mouth of the mines, but no de­ 
posit at the mouth of the creek. Since the 
minas were closed the river above Folsom has 
become quite clear. 
The direct examination of Mr. Allardt was 
closed at 12:30, and the Court then adjourned 
until 9:30 A. M. to-day.

Fpealtershlp of the Next House. 
W ashington, December 3d.—The Repub­ 
lican members-elect assembled in the hall of 
the House of Representatives for the purpose 
of nominating candidates for the various 
elective offices. Jay Hubbell, of Michigan, 
called the caucus to order. Robeson of New 
Jersey was selected Chairman of the caucus, 
Miller of Pennsylvania Secretary, and Me- 
Cook of New York, Updegrsffe of Iowa and 
McClare of Ohio as assistant Secretaries and 
tellers. 
After the roll-call, to which a full Republi­ 
can membership of 146 members responded, 
the nomination for Speakership was declared 
to be in order. Candidates were then placed 
in nomination as follows: Frank Hiscock, of 
New York, by Representative Camp ; James 
W. Keifer, of Iowa, by Haz.lton ; John A. 
Kasson, of Iowa, by Cannon ; Mark H. Dun- 
nell, of Minnesota, by Strait; Godlove S. 
Orth, of Indiana, by Collins; J. C. Barrows, 
of Michigan, by H orr; Thomas B. Reed, of 
Maine, by LindBey. 
The motion was made, and advocated 
briefly by Bayne, that voting be viva voce, 
but th¡3 was voted down and balloting was 
then proceeded with.

He has always been an earnest 
Republican, and of late has been classed as 
belonging to the stalwart wing of his parry, 
A STALWART TRIUMPH. 
The defeat of Hiscock and the nomination 
of Keifer for Speaker are unanimously con­ 
sidered a triumph of the Conkiiug, Arthur 
and Grant influences; iu short, of the Btal- 
wart or “ old guard” Republicans over all 
their opponents in the party. The direct 
cause of their huatility to Hiscock was the 
attitude he aesumed in the Conkiing Senato­ 
rial contest last spring, and the agency most 
< ft'ectiveiy employed against him to-day was 
the Cameron control of the Pennsylvania 
delegation.

five Mills I>e-lrojeil by Eire—Loss of Life. 
St. Paul, December 4th.—A t 4 o’clock 
thÍ3 morning a fire broke out in the mi ling 
district of Minneapolis, destroying, before it 
was subdued, four large fl ;ur mills and one 
cattun mill, and causing the death of at least 
four persons. The fire broke out in the Pills- 
bury it id, owned and operated by C. A. Pilla- 
bury k Co. It communicated to the Excelsior 
mill, owned by Dorillus Morrison, and oper­ 
ated by C. A. Pillsbury k Co., aud to the 
Minneapolis mill, owned and operated by 
Crocker, Fhk k Co., which exploded, killing 
Neil Fredericks, first assistant engineer of the 
fire department. The fire then communicated 
to the Empire mill, owned by L. F. Watson, 
of Massa» hasests, and operated by C. A. 
Pillsbury & Co. A stream having been re­ 
ceived at this point, the fire wag got under 
control, but the brands from the conflagra­ 
tion falling npon the roof of th9 cotton mill 
near by, owned by Dorillos Morrison, it v/as 
also consumed. T'hns four flouring mills and 
one cjtton mill were consumed, with the rail­ 
road on the trestle work in the rear of the 
mills, and several freight cais filled with 
wheat. The fire had communicated to the 
mill of Crocker, Fisk k Co., when an ex­ 
plosion occurred, which leveled the walls of 
the structure, crushing the elevated railroad 
track in front of tho mill, killing three per- 
sodb and injuring another fatally. The ex­ 
plosion was one of great violence, shattering 
windows as far as ten blocks away from the 
sctue, and startling people fiom their early 
slumbers in all parts cf the city. The cause 
is all a matter of speculation thus far. The 
mill had been shut down for some time. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.1 
St. Paul, December 4:h.—The exp!o.-ion 
is as likely to have been from confined gas as 
from fl »ur dnst, to which the Washburn mill 
explosion was attributed. The capacity cf 
the mills turned is 3,460 barrels. "The total 
capacity of the Minneapolis mills is 25,500 
barrels. The mills aestroyed represented 
about one-tenth of the whcis. 
The 
list of killed and wounded, so far as 
now known, ia: Killed—Cornelim Fred 
erick, Assistant Chief Engineer of the 
Fire Department, crushed under the falling 
wall of the Minneapolis mill and instantly 
killed. John Lucy, a member of Hook and 
Ladder Company No. 3 A:ox. Burk, 
sweeper in the Pillsbury B mill. He was 
standing on the steps of the office of C. A, 
Pillsbury k Co. when the explosion oc­ 
curred. He Wes struck on the head with a 
stone, and died from his injuries. An un­ 
known citizen was found killed outright. 
Wounded—Daniel Horbach, a firemafi, was 
j badly bruised and cut about the head and 
face by glass and flying debris. F, T. Coulter, 


also a fireman, had his left arm broken, 
his right ear severed, and sustained 
other severe injuries. Fred. Relkeja, a fire 
man, was struck on the leg by a flying rock 
and badly injured, but it is thought is not 
fatally hurt. H. Snyder, foreman of Pills- 
bury B mills, received a bad wound and was 
burned internally, but escaped with his life. 
Thomas A. Mullan, the assistant miller, who 
was standing near Mr. Snyder, was also 
thrown into the cana), receiving no other in­ 
jury than a severe cut across the back of the 
left hand, inflicted by- flying glass. The loss 
may be summarized as follows : Pii'shurz B

Railroad Accident. 
Boston, December 3.1.—A special engine 
with caboose, running west on the New York 
aud New England road collided with the east- 
bound local train near Thompson, Conn., this 
afternoon. The engineer had been ordered to 
keep out of the way of the passenger train, 
but the orders seem to have been forgotten, 
and the special proceeded on to the otheT 
train’s time. W. P. Harrington, of Putnain, 
conductor, and Albert Clark, of Putnam, en­ 
gineer of the special train, were killed, aud the 
firemen badly braised on the passenger train, 
which consisted cf an engine, baggage and 
passenger coacb. About a dozen persons

Sensation in Colorado — Murder and 
Suicide, 
L eadville, December 4th.—Gold Park 
mining camp is in a furore cf excitement. 
Four days ago Henry WeBton, foreman of 
the Gold Park Mining Company, was shot 
and killed bv one Bagley, a discharged black­ 
smith. Bagley also^ made an unsuccessful 
attempt to shoot Superintendent Turney. 
He then fortified himself in a cabin, which 
was immediately surrounded by a mob. The 
cabin was bjseiged !or eight hours without 
dislodging the occnpant. Finally a large 
quantity of giant powder was placad near 
the door and ignittd. The explosion follow­ 
ing tore the cabin to pieces, and Bagley was 
found with a bullet hole through his heart, 
having evidently committed suicide. Bagley 
has several sympathizers, who have threat­ 
ened Turney’s life, and a Btrong guard sur­ 
rounds his cabin day and night. Jack "White 
and Bagiey’s friends were ordered out,of the 
camp by the Vigilantes, and paraded the 
town all day with a pair of cocked revolvers 
looking for the committee, but left at night. 
Much trouble is anticipated.

New 5 ork, December 3d.—The evening 
papers have the following; About two years 
ago the daughter of Amos Stillman, of Brook­ 
lyn, eloped with W. S. Guild.

Things were 
not just what the young bride thought they 
would be, and in four days she became home­ 
sick and prevailed upon Guild to return. 
When they reached the wharf in New York 
he hired a coach and sent her home to her 
pirents, while he got npon another steamer 
and set Bail for California. For one year he 
remitted the young bride $10 per week, and 
then the remittance stopped. Now she Bues 
him for a limited divorce on the ground of 
abandonment. It is understood that he 
claims she abauaoned him. This morning a 
motion was made by her counsel for counsel 
fees and alimony.

Domestic Infelicity— Sulrliie of a Woman. 
B e n ic ia , December 4tb.—There died at 
her re.-idence in this city at 4:20 this morn­ 
ing Susanah Lavine, wife of John Lavine, a 
stevedore, employed at Port Costa, from the 
effects of poison taken with suicidal iuten\ 
Mrs. Lavine took a teaspoonful of the poison 
known as “ rough on rats” at an early hour 
yesterday morning, but proceeded with her 
household duties. At about 8 o’clock a 
boarder r.t Lavlne’s hous9 noticed that 
Mrs. Lavine’s actions were queer, and that 
she occasionally shivered as if struck by a 
sudden chill. On interrogating the lady as 
to the caus3 cf her actions, he was answered, 
“Nothing ;it will be over in about two hours ” 
Later on Mrs. Lavine began to show all the 
effects of arsenical poisoning, and a doct »r 
was called, who after a while succeeded in 
getting from the patient the informa­ 
tion that she had takeu the poison 
intentionally, and pointed at the location 
of the box containing it. It was too late, 
however, to save the patient’s life, and she 
died this morning. Deceased was 28 years 
old, and the mother of two young children. 
The Deputy Coroner held an inquest at 2 
o’clock this »afternoon, at which the above 
facts were developed, and a verdict was ren­ 
dered of death from the effects of poison 
taken with suicidal intent. It is supposed to 
be a case of domestic infelicity, from re­ 
marks made by the dying patient. 
A Rich Strike In El Dorado Connty.

G u lleau 's C ro-s-exam inalloa. 
WASinserON, December 3d.—Guiteau left the 
stand yesterday, after his three days’siege, a broken 
man. He was tired ont, haggard, faded, disgusted, 
sullen, ugly. “ Do you feel anv remorse! ” was the 
last question which Judge Porter asked. After hav­ 
ing paused earnestly npon that point some moments, 
the prisoner answered sullenly, 
I hsve felt re­ 
morse, of course, so far as my fiersonal f clings are 
concerne-d.” Judge Porter, quick as lightning ard 
dramatically said, “ That will do, prisoner. Your 
cross-examination is closed.” Gui'can, writhing un­ 
der the tremendous force of Julge Porter’s question, 
saw the terrible effect of his confession. During 
all these months one [xtrt of his defense has been to 
Insist to all that he never bad had a single senti­ 
ment of remorse. During this cross examinstion 
he has said a dozen times to Judge Porter's terrible 
questions that bis mind was blank upon that sub­ 
ject. To all the experts who have called upon him 
during these weeks he has insiBtcd, with gleeful per­ 
tinacity, that a thought of remorse never came to 
him ; that his mind upon that subject was blank. 
Yet last night, at the end of three days’ cross-exami­ 
nation, at the crisis of at rigid & cross examination as 
a prisoner in tire witness box was ever subjec ed 
to, he admitted to that ahieh seemed to 
bring a shudder to his relatives, and caused a sen­ 
sation in the Court.-room—he had killed the Presi­ 
dent, and lie had suffered rernone. With catlike 
quickness Guiteau rallied from what siemed almost 
like paralysis caused bv the tremendous thunder­ 
ing of Judge l*o:ter at him, aud endeavored to cor­ 
rect what he plainly saw was the effect of that 
admission. Judge Porter would not listen to a 
word, but waived his hand. Scaviile tried to parry 
the effect, but apparently without success, anil 
Guiteau left the 
stand 
more 
discouraged 
than he lias appeared at any time dur- 
the trial. 
Guiteau, although cowed and 
driven into a corner, saw the force of every one of 
Judge Porter's questions, and endeavored to evade 
them, and manifested undoubted skill. There were 
some words which almoHt caused him to wince with 
terror He shrunk and seemed to shiver in the wit­ 
ness-box when Judge Porter used the words “ mur­ 
der,"’ "kill,” ‘ assassin.'’ 
Judge Porter made 
it clear that Guiteau was able to control Divine pres­ 
ence the day Mrs. Garfield came to the depot with 
the President, aud emphasized this fact, which has 
such an important bearing upon the question of re­ 
sponsibility. The c ose-examination was eminently 
successful.

B urying tiie Dead in F rance.—The 
R ecorp-Unyox l’aris correspondent says : 
“ Nothing diistinguisheB the customs of 
countries so much as the manner of bury­ 
ing their deal. In America the body ia 
exposed to the eyes of all friends who de­ 
sire to see it, and the nearest, dearest and 
most loving relatives consider it a mourn­ 
ful but positive duty to accompany the de­ 
parted one to his last resting place. In 
France the body is very seldom, if ever, 
exposed to the view of any one. The wid­ 
ow or mother goes neither to the church 
nor to the cemetery. The Parisians are 
very respectful of funeral ceremonies. 
They hasten always with mournful feelings 
to render the last tributes to their friendp, 
and no cortege passes in the street, how­ 
ever so small or however so humble, with­ 
out all men taking off their hats, even to 
the street-cleaner in the act of sweeping 
the gutters. Such is not the case, how­ 
ever, in Spain ; each one passes indiffer­ 
ently before a hearse, without any out­ 
ward r'gn whatever, and friends do not 
accompany the body ; the rich people have 
themselves represented at funerals by car­ 
riages and their servants. In Italy the 
burials take place at twilight, when serv­ 
ants carry lighted candles. At Naples the 
corporations of penitenfs follow the funer­ 
als with their faces hidden by long cloth 
masks and carrying in their hands lighted 
candles.”

Washington, December 4th.—In order to procure 
Congressional legislation at the earlieet possible 
moment to carry the Chinese immigration treaty 
into practical effect, Senator Miller will to morrow, 
or at the first parliamentary opportunity thereafter, 
introduce a very important and maturely considered 
bi 1, the provisions of which are herewith given in 
advance. 
SENATOR MILLER'S BILL. 
The hill that will be offered by Senator Miller is, 
in its lull text, as follows: 
A bill to enforce the treaty stipulations with the 
Chinese. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of America, in 
C onriui assembled, That all subjects or citizens of 
China who arc students, coming to the United States 
for the purposes of education, merchants or traders 
engaged in lawful commerce, passing through 
the United States from curiosity or upon law­ 
ful 
business, 
or 
officers 
of 
the 
Chinese 
Government, with their 
body and household 
servants, may lawfully enter, remain in or pass 
through the United States, upon being identified as 
hereinafter provided; 
but the introduction or 
coming into, or the residence in the United States, 
of any-snd all oth r Chinese or natives of China, of 
whatsoever class or description, whether they come 
directly from China or oteewhcrc, except such Chi­ 
nese sis were residing in the Unit< d states on the 
10th d<*Y of July, A no Domini lSdl, is te r by de- 
c.i-rcd to be unlawful, and ¡9 susj*ei ded and prohib­ 
ited until otherwise provided y law. 
Section 2. That in case any Chinese residing in the 
United St-.tes on the 19th day of July, li¿ l, shall 
depart therefrom, their re-entry and future resi­ 
dence therein ahaU be conditioned upon their hav­ 
ing before their departure been duly registered at a 
Custom-house in the United States, and producing 
to the Collector of the district at which they shall 
seek to re-enter the certificate i f registration aud 
the Consular tertificate hereinafter provided for, 
and any Chinese not residing in the United States at 
that date shall, as a condition of entry, produce to 
the Collector of the district in which lie seeks to en­ 
ter, the p.-rmission of the Chinese Government and 
Consu'ar certificate hereinafter provided for. 
Section 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall forthwith caused to be prepared and kept at 
tbe Custom-hor.ses of the United States proper 
books, in such form as he shall prescribe, for the 
registration of foreigners who shall be entitled, 
under the provi-ions of this Act, to the privilege of 
entering and residing in the United States. Such 
books shall contain the names of every Chinese 
registered, and his proper fignature and place of 
birth, his last place of residence before coming to 
the United States, the names and residence of his 
parents, the date and place of arrival in the United 
States, his employment or business, hight, weight, 
size 
of 
head, "and 
ail 
physical 
marks 
or 
peculiarities by which he may be identified. 
Every applicant for registration shall make oath to 
the facts Etatcd in his registry, which oath shall be 
recorded in the book of registry, and in cases where 
the applicant claims the privilege of registration by 
reason* of his having been in the United States, on 
the 19th day of July, 1831, the fact of his residence 
iu the United States shall be proven by the oath of 
two credible witnesses, which oath shall be taken, 
entered and attested in the book of registry before 
registration. 
The Collector of Customs, or any 
deputy, shall have power to administer and certify 
to ail "oaths under this Act. 
Section 4. rJ hat no Chinese of any class or occu­ 
pation whatever, except such as rcsid«d in the 
United States on the 19th day of July, 1831, shall be 
allowed to enter the jurisdiction of the United 
States without the consent of the Chinese Govern­ 
ment first specially obtained in each case, to be evi­ 
denced bv a certificate issued by said Government, 
which certificate shall be in the English language, 
or accomjianied by a translation into English, show­ 
ing such permission, with name of the permitted 
person in his proper signature, and all the particu­ 
lars iu regard to him required in Section 3 for regis­ 
tration. The genuineness of which certificate, and 
the truth of the facts therein 8tatcd, and the iden­ 
tity of the person named therein, shall be attested 
f r indorsement thereon after due examination by 
witnesses or otherwise, in his discretion, b3* the 
Consul General or other Consular representative of 
the United State at the port or place from which 
the person proceeds to the United States. 
Such 
Chinese shall keep such certificate, and exhibit it to 
the proper authorities in the United States whenever 
lawfully demanded ; provided that this Acr shall 
not apply to diplomatic or other officers of the Chi­ 
nese Government, traveling upon business < f that 
Government, wlvso credentials in uniform shall be 
taken as equivalent to the certificate before immed, 
and shall exempt him and their body and household 
servants from the registration required of other 
Cl inc. e. 
.Section 5. That it shall be the duty of the Coike 
tor of Customs to issue to every Chinese subject 
registered by him at the time of registry, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, a certificate, m such form 
and device as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
prescribe, setting forth all the facts contained in such 
rerisl.ration and the data of identification prescribed 
in Section 3, which certificates shall be signed bj'the 
Collector «.f Customs ct the district, or his deputy, 
and attested by his seal of office, dated the day of 
its iisue, and upon which shall be written the 
proper signature of the persón registered at the 
minute of issuance of such certificate, and the date 
of issue shall be mule in the book of registry on the 
margin of the registration. T he certificate t o issued 
to a Chinese subject shall be prima-facie evidence of 
the facts therein stated, and shall entitle the per­ 
son io whom it is issued to enter and reside 
in the United States at bis own free will. Each per­ 
son to whom a certificate shah be issued shall pay 
for the same the sum of $1, to be paid into the 
Treasury of the United States. 
Section G. That any person who shall make a false 
statement of facts under oath in the registry of any 
Chinese tinder the provisions «jf this Act shall be 
deemed guilty of perjury, and «any j»er8on who shall 
register at more than or.e Cusb m house in the 
United States, or procure more than one certificate 
of registration, or alter or substitute any name for 
the name written in such certificate, or forge any 
such certificate, or utter any forged or fraudulent 
certificate, or falsely personate any person named in 
such certificate, shall be deemed guilty of felony, 
ar.d upon conviction thereof shall be fined in a sum 
not exceeding ¿1.0C0 and imprisoned at hird labor 
for a term of not less than two years nor more than 
ten years, and a like penalty shad be imposed upon 
any person convicted of forgery under the provis­ 
ions oi this section. 
Section 7. That no master <f any vessel shall 
bring any Chinese within the jurisdiction of the 
United States, except accredited officers of the 
Chínete Government, urde?s such Chinese tha:l first 
produce to him the ;>ermiesion of the Chinese Gov- 
cmmeiit, attested by tbe Consular officer cf the 
Unittd States, 03 hereinbefore provided, o ra cer- 
tificite of registration duly issued by a Collector cf 
Custom? of a collection district in the Unite 1 States, 
with the identity of the holder similarly attested by 
Consular authority ; and any master of any vessel 
violating the provisions of this section shall be 
deemed guilty of misdemeanor, and shall for e*ch 
person brought by means of the vessel of which he 
i3 master within the jurisdiction of the United States, 
be fined in the sum of 3500, and may be imprisoned 
for a time not exceeding one year; provided, that 
this section shall not apply to any master of a vessel 
wrecked o?i the shores of the United States, e ra 
vessel in actual distress 
Sect ni S. That the master of any vessel arriving 
in the United States from any foreign place what­ 
ever shall, at the same time he delivers a manifest 
of the cargo, and if there be no cargo, then at the 
time of making a rep. rt cf entry of the vessel pur­ 
suant to law, in addition to the other matter re­ 
quired to be reported by law, and before landing or 
permitting to land any Chirese passengers, deliver 
and report to the Collector .of Customs of the dis­ 
trict in which such vessel shall have arrived, a 
te pirate list of all the Chinese passengers taken on 
board his vessel at any foreign port or place, and 
all such 
pisscngcrs on 
board 
tte vessel.

the names 
of such passenger?,

accredit d 
officers of the Chinese 
Government, traveling

Section 9. That before any Chinese passenger? 
are landed from such vessel the Collector or his 
deputy shall proceed to examine sac(j passengers, 
comparing the certificates with the litt and witn the 
passengers, allowing full entry to the ► fib ers of the 
Chinese Government accredited as traveling on the 
business of that Government, and that no passengers 
are allowed in the United States from such vessel in 
violation of the law. 
Pecrion 10. That the amount of the several pen­ 
alties imposed on the master by the foregoing pro­ 
visions shall be liens on the vessel, which shall be 
liable therefor in any District or Circuit Court of 
the United States where such vessel shall arrive cr 
enter at, and it is ma .’e the duty of the United 
States Attorney to proceed f< r such penalties and 
forfeitures in all cases where this law in violated. 
Section 11. That if any Consular officer, in the 
examination of the claims and identity of any 
Chinese subject proposing to depart to tbe Unittd 
States, shall be satisfied that such person seeks to 
do so fraudulently and in violation of this Act, he 
shall refuse to attest to the right of such person to 
so depart, and any Collector of Cm toms shall refuse 
to allow Chinese to enter the United Sutes if he 
shall discover that such entry is unlawful under 
this Act. 
Section 12. Any person who shall aid or abet tho 
landing in the United Mates from any vessel of ?ny 
Chinese not authorized by this Act to enter the 
United States, shall be de*mc i guilty of misde­ 
meanor, and shall be fined in the sum of $500, and 
be imprisoned for a term not exceeding one year. 
Section 13. That no Chinese subject shall be per­ 
mitted to euter tho United States without producing 
to t he proper officer of customs the certificate herein 
required of Chinese seeking to land from a vessel, 
and in case of v rongful entry or attempt to enter 
by land, the vehicle, car, animal or other means of 
conveyance used for transporting such pcrsoa into 
the United SUtes shall be forfeited to the United 
States, and tte Chinese so wrongfully entering 
within the Uaited SUtes shall all be removed there­ 
from by the Collector of Customs of the proper ris- 
trict at tbe c * t of tbe United States, under such 
regulators as the S.cretiry of the Treasury may 
prescribe. 


Section 14. That this Act shall take effect from 
and after th e 
day of -----, 1S32, and the Presi­ 
de! t of th » United State3 shall immediately upon its 
approval communicate the same to the Government 
of China.

G raphic D escription 
of 
th e H ydraulic 
M ines and th e R iv er from Gold 
R on to 
Sacram ento, 


The slicker.8 case—The People of the State 
of California vs. the Gold Kun Ditch and 
M ining Company—was resumed at 9:30 A. M. 
in D epartm ent Two of the Superior Court, 
Judge Jackson Temple presiding. 
A t the opening of the Court Judge Temple 
made an order directing that .a deposit of 
$500 each le made by tho plaintiffs and de­ 
fendants for the transcribing of the reporters’ 
notes. 
The direct exam ination of Engineer G. P. 
AUardt was resumed (by M r. Cadwalader)— 
This sample, marked Robinson No. 1, is what 
is called red dirt, and ¡3 similar to the top 
soil at the Gold R nn mine. 
In large masses 
it shows more of a reddish color. 
The depth 
of this red soil at the mine varies all the way 
from four to ten feet, and when wet has a 
darker color. 
[Here the witness moistened 
sample No. 1 w ith water to show the Court 
the difference in color between the dry and 
wet Boil.] This clasB of earth is the soil in 
which the pine and other trees in th at sec­ 
tion grow. 
This sample, marked Robinson 
No. 2, is of the same character as that 
of tho general bank of the Gold R un mine. 
I t contains some clay, and when moistened 
it becomes sticky and of a putty nature. 
This sample, marked Robinson No. 3, is pipe­ 
clay, contains but little sand, and when 
mined it makes the m aterial termed slickens. 
I t contains considerable coloring material. 
I 
saw some quite heavy layers of this character 
of clay in the Gold R un mine. 
[Here the 
witness measured the amount of sediment 
th at had settled in tho glass tube from the 
muddy water taken from the Gold Rnn mine 
on the 18th of June, and placed in the tube 
yesterday, and found th at the sediment was 
equal to 18 per cent. 
W itness also explained 
various methods of ascertaining the amount 
of material contained in muddy water.] When 
I was at the Gold Run mine I heard

Run mine, and shows the lowest pit and the 
lower level of the old workings. 
They are 
washing the mine below the original work­ 
ings. 
If they continue this mining the high 
banks must necessarily cave in, bringing down 
portions of the hill th at will have to be 
swept out of the mine through the tunnel, 
and into the river. 
I saw no refuse m atter 
of any moment in the mine. 
All of the 
lower 
workings 
have 
passed 
through 
the tunnel. 
T hat mine during the course 
of the year, if worked in the manner in 
which ths work was being prosecuted when I 
was there, would deposit into the canyon 
4,741,000 cubic yards. 
The statem ent of the 
mine owners would be much less—only 1,318,­ 
000 cubic yards. 
The discharge in gallons 
per diem of 1,000 inches of water is about 
10,000,000 gallons. 
The velocity of the tail­ 
ings passing through the tunnel is about 
eight miles per hour. The water was so thick 
you could not* see, but you could hear the 
stone3 passing through the tunnel. 
I saw 
cobbles a t the dump which had come through 
the tunnel. 
The m aterial that the water held 
in suspension in the river below the mouth of 
the canyon traveled as fast as the curreut. 
The velocity cf the river was about three 
miles per hour from the mouth of Canyon 
creek to the junction with the Middie Fork. 
Below that point for twenty miles the aver­ 
age velocity is about two miles per hpur. 
From the junction of the Sonth F olk to the 
mouth of the American it has au average ve­ 
locity of one reile per hour. 
W ater from 
Canyon creek having m aterial ic suspension 
will be something over

Iq reaching the Sacramento river. 
I was at 
the mouth cf the American river June 15, 
1881. 
Tile sample of w ater from the Gold 
R un mines was taken out of thrir sluices 
June IS, 1881. 
The water at the mouth of 
the American river was very muddy at that 
time. 
I t had a yellowish, dirty color. »1 
w ent up the American river on the 15th of 
.Tune, 1881, a short distance. 
The next day 
I visited the American river at the railroad 
bridge. 
I could perceive no difference be­ 
tween the water at tbat point and th at at its 
mouth. 
A cubic foot of Btone weighs LJi 
pcunds less in w ater than out. 
A current of 
one mile an hour will move sand, and th at of 
two miles an hour will move coarse sand. 
If 
a current of one mile an hour will move a 
stone of a certain weight, a current of three 
miles an hour will move a stone weighing 
723 times as much. 
T hat is the sixth power 
of one. 
A current th at will move a cubic 
inch of stone, when doubled, will move sixty- 
four cubic inches. 
A cuirent ten limes the 
velocity will move or.e million time3 the 
weight. 
A current cf two miles au hour will 
move small pebbles—roil them along on the 
bottom. 
A pebble an inch ir diam eter will 
weigh about an ounce. 
The transporting 
power of a current of ten m :lt , an hour has fif­ 
teen thousand times tire transporting power 
of a current of two miles an hour. When tie 
velocity of a current carrying eed:m nt is 
checked it parts with Bome of the m atter it 
holds in suspension. 
W hen the current ¡3 
accelerated it will

M aterial de­ 
posited 
in 
river 
channels 
becomes 
stratified—tho 
heaviest material at 
the 
bottom and the lightest on the top. 
All 
sedimentary 
deposits 
are 
stratified. 
The lighter material from the Gold Run 
mine held in suspense, I think, goes, even in 
low stages of water, into the Sacramento 
river. 
The sand and coarser material is 
brought down by the freshets and high 
waters. 
The w ater even now, when no min­ 
ing is going on, is somewhat turbid. 
A fter a 
good freshet that would carry out the ight 
material, the river would have a gravelly 
bed aud the water would run to this city 
clear. 
A current of eight miles an hour 
woo’d move all the material deposited in it 
by 
jayou 
reek. 
The bottoms r.f the 
m iring fiemes are paved either with blocks, 
cobble, or iron rail, making them as rough 
as possible, for the purpose 
of catching 
and earing gold. 
The N orth Fork canal, 
when 
I 
saw 
it, offered no obstruction 
to the flow of the river. 
Two hundred thou­ 
sand yards of debris would fill their dam. 
There is no debris in that dam at tbe present 
time. 
This dam is the only obstacle in the 
channel from Gold Run to the Sacramento 
river, and in its present condition it is not an 
obstacle. 
A t the present time the low stags 
and slight current in the American river, be- 
between Fo's>m and Sacramento city, I do 
not think moves the sand. 
H igh water, how­ 
ever, would bring it down in immense quanti­ 
ties. 
I measured the velocity of the current 
one half of the way between Canyon creek and 
the Middle Fork, at low stage of water, and 
found it to be three miles an bour, and the 
depth on an average cne foot. 
The high-wa­ 
ter marks that were visible along the river in 
many places were from 


TWENTY TO TWEKTT-FIYE FEET 
Above the surface cf the water. 
W hen the 
river at those places would be 20 feet deep 
the velocity would bs 131 miles an hour. 
The 
current of the river at those points when 40 
feet deep would be increased to 19 2-10 miles 
per hour. 
I inspected the river all the way 
between the Middle and South Forks. 
I 
made a calculation of the debris between 
those points. 
Those points by the river are 
20 miles distant. 
I calculated th at this por­ 
tion of the river contained one half as much 
debris as the 28 miles above in the N orth 
Fork. 
From the junction of the Middle 
Fork to Lacey B ar there was a very slight 
deposit in the river. 
This was a sandy, 
gravelly deposit. 
A t Rattlesnake, Doten’s 
and Horseshoe Bara I found deposits. 
The 
Rattlesnake Bar bridge between towers is 280 
feet. The river a t this point is about 150 feet 
wide. 
Between the junction of the Sonth 
Fork and the Folsom bridge the channel 
is comparatively clean. 
In this part of 
the river are small cascades and rapids. 
The distance from F j’.som to Sacramento is 
about thirty miles. 
If the deposit in this 
portion of the river has an average depth of 
U n feet, and is 400 fort wide, it containsover 


23,000,000 cnhic yards. 
From Folsom down 
a distance of five miles there were bank mines 
which were mined out in former times. 
A 
mile below Folsom there is a sand bar 1,500 
feet long and 200 feet wide. 
The width of 
the river at th at point, including the sand 
bar, is 000 feet. 
F or three miles above 
ALDER CREEK 
The south bank was thirty to fifty feet high. 
On tbe opposite side the bank is a high hill. 
N ear the mouth of Alder creek I noticed 
water-worn rocks four feet above ths surface, 
indicating th at the filling had not yet reached 
ancient high-water marks. 
Slickens is pipe 
or any clay mixed with water. 
I t looks 
like hydraulic 
cement 
when wet. 
The 
noxt mile below Alder creek the south bank 
is 50 or GO feet bigh. 
Below Sailor’s Bar, for 
three miles, are gravel banks. 
Four miles 
bslow Sailor’s Bar I first noticed sand drifts 
on tbe upland. 
A t Buffalo creek the banks 
are quite high and composed of sand. 
A t 
Farm er’s Diggings there has been considera­ 
ble mining doue, and a large quantity of cob­ 
ble covers the old workings. 
Below Farm er’s 
Diggings we come to what we call Sacra­ 
mento valley. 
The current at “this point, at 
low-water stage, varies from one half to one 
mile fer hour. 
Below this point islands and 
bars of sand appear in the channel, covered 
with slickens. 
From R outier’s down we be­ 
gin to find wiilows. 
In Rooney’s field, 
on the sonth bank, there is a large : and 
bar covering in part an alfalfa field. 
This 
sand 
bar 
is 
at 
least 
one 
foot deep. 
W here I crossed 
tbe 
north levee, near 
Brighton, I found it had a hight of ten feet. 
I have all the notes th at were taken a t the 
time theee observations and surveys were 
made. 
I made no direct estimate of the 
amount of filling between Folsom and Sacra­ 
mento. 
I measured the water in tho Ameri­ 
can river October 30, 1881, where it passes 
under the bridge at Fohom . 
The area of 
the water section was 1,005 feet, and the dis­ 
charge wa3 about 700 cubic feet per second. 
A constant stream of 700 cubic feet of water, 
charged with one per cent, of sediment, 
would in the course of 305 days discharge 
8,176,000 cubic yards of material. 
This 700 
cubic feet of water is the amount runnicg in 
the American at its lowest stages. 
High 
w ater would be many huudred times greater. 
Tbe width of the river at Folsom would 
average a stream 250 feet wide and 20 feet 
deep. 
The velocity of the stream at that 
hight would be 3 feet per second. 
The dis- 
charg* would be 15,000 cubic feet par second. 
The fall from the 
IOWA HILL MINES 
To the river is about 1.300 feet. 
They are 
gravel mines. 
I visited those mines at the 
same time I went to Gold Run. 
The ma­ 
terial of the Iowa H ill 
mines 
is 
simi­ 
lar to th at 
of the Gold Run. 
The top 
soil of these mines is similar to this (Robin­ 
son Mo. 1). 
The general character of the 
bank is something iilce this (Robinson No. 2). 
I measured the mines at Iowa Hill, aud 
found th at 2,500,000 cubic yards had been 
deposited into the N orth Fork and 0,000,000 
cubic yards into Indian creek. 
This creek 
empties into the N orth Fork about 121 miles 
below the mouth of Canyon creek. 
All of 
the mines of Iowa Hill dump either directly 
or indirectly into the N orth Fork. 
W here 
the Iowa H ill mines tail into the N orth Fork 
direct is from two to three miles below the 
mouth of Canyon creek. 
A t that point the 
current of the river is from two to three miles 
an hour. 
One man is all th at is u-ed in the 
handling of a giant. 
M ost of the bars in the 
river are composed of light m aterial, aad 
easily set in motion by a current of water. 
If the current remains strong and for any 
considerable time the entire bar will be car­ 
ried down stream. 
W hen the water falls or 
becomes low the same Causes th at produce 
the bar swept away will form a similar de­ 
posit. 
There are large deposits in Indian 
creek at the mouth of the mines, but no de­ 
posit at the mouth of the creek. 
Since the 
mines were closed the river above Folsom has 
become quite clear. 
The direct examination of Mr. A llardt was 
closed at 12:30, and the Court then adjourned 
until 9:30 A. M. to-day.

The motion was made, and advocated 
briefly by Bsyne, th at voting be viva voce, 
but th¡3 was voted down and balloting was 
then proceeded with.

Sixteen ballots were had, when Kiefer was 
fleeted by the following vote :

Hiscock 18, Kasson 10, Reed 11, Burrows 1, 
Orth 8, Dunnell 3. 
Total 145. 
Hiscock then moved to make Keifer’s nom­ 
ination unanimous, which was agreed to. 
OFFICERS OF THE HOÍSE, 
Candidates for the Clerkship were then 
placed in nomination, and balloted for as fol­ 
lows : 
Edw ard M cPherson, of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 92 ; J. U. Rainey, of South Carolina, 
42 ; Dr. B. Kein, of Pennsylvania.

Bon was thereupon declared the caucus nomi­ 
nee.

Hop­ 
per, of Vermont, late Assistant Secretary of 
the Republican N atienal Committee, received 
SO votes, and thereby the caucus nomination 
against George F. Dawson, of California, who 
had 28, Greenbnrg L. Foort of Illinois, who 
received 21, and W illiam Bunn of Pennsyl­ 
vania, 1L 
The first ballot for Doorkeeper 
resulted in the choice of W alter P. Brown- 
low of T ennessee. 123, against 13 for Edward 
Jardin of New York, and 3 scattering. 
Mr. 
Brownlow is a nephew of “ Parson ” Brown- 
low. 
He is now editor of the Joneaborongh 
(Tenn ) Herald. 
Captain H arry Sherwood, 
of Michigan, was nominated by acclamation 
for Postmaster, and 
Rev. 
Frederick D. 
Power, of W ashington, House Chaplain. He 
is pastor of the church which was attended by 
President Garfield. 
THE NEXT SPEAKER. 
Joseph W arren Keifer, who received the 
Republican caucus nomination for Speaker, 
is a native of Clark county, Ohio, and 45 
years of age. 
He is a lawyer by prcfesaion, 
aud lias practiced in the city of Springfield 
since hie admission to the bar in 1858, with 
the exception of his term of service in the 
Union army during the W ar of tho Rebell­ 
ion. 
He volunteered in J1861, v.-a3 severely 
wounded at the battle of the Wilderness, in 
M ay, 186!, and in November of th at year 
was 
commissioned 
as 
Brigadier-General. 
General Keifer was elected as a Representa­ 
tive to the Fortv-foarth Congress from the 
Fourth Ohio D istrict, re-elected to the Forty- 
fifth, aud again chosen to the Forty-seventh 
Congress. 
H e has always been an earnest 
Republican, aud of late has been classed as 
belonging to the stalw art wing of his parry. 
A STALWART TRIUMPH. 
The defeat of Hiscock and the nomination 
of Keifer for S petkrr are unanimously con­ 
sidered a trium ph of the ConUiiug, A rthur 
and G rant influences; in short, of the stal­ 
w art or “ old guard” Republicans over all 
their opponents in the party. 
The direct 
cause of tbeir hoatility to Hiscock was the 
attitude he assumed in the Conkling Senato­ 
rial contest last spring, and the agency most 
effectively employed against him to-day was 
the Cameron control cf the Pennsylvania 
delegation. 
Kasson was similarly objectiona­ 
ble to the stalw art'', by reason ot his friendly 
relations with Blaine.

Five JIlIIs D estroyed by F ire—Loss of Life. 
St. P aul, December 4th.—A t 4 o’clock 
this morning a fire broke out in the mi ling 
district of Minneapolis, destroying, before it 
was subdued, fonr large fl :nr mills and one 
cotton mill, and causing the death of at least 
four persons. 
The fire broke out in the Pillg- 
bury mill, owned and operated by C. A. Pilis- 
burv & Co. I t communicated to the Exceisior 
mill, owned by Durillus Morrison, aud oper­ 
ated by C. A. Pillsbury & Co., aud to the 
Minneapolis mill, owned and operated by 
Crocker, Fiek & Co., which exploded, killing 
Neil Fredericks, first assistant engineer of the 
fire department. The fire then communicated 
to the Empire mil), owned by L. F . W atson, 
of Massa< hasetts, and operated by C. A. 
Pillsbury & Co. 
A stream having been re­ 
ceived at this point, the fire was got under 
control, but the brands from the conflagra­ 
tion falling upon the roof of the cotton mill 
near by, owned by Dorillos Morrison, it was 
also consumed. Thus four flouring mills and 
one c >tton mill were consumed, with the rail­ 
road on the trestle work in the rear of the 
mills, and several freight cais filled with 
wheat. 
The fire had communicated to the 
mill of Crocker, Fisk 4 Co., when an ex­ 
plosion occurred, which leveled the walls of 
the structure, crushing the elevated railroad 
track in front of tho mill, killing three per­ 
sons and injuring another fatally. 
The ex­ 
plosion was one of great violence, shattering 
windows as far as ten blocks ¡.way from the 
scene, and startling people fioin their early 
slumbers in all parts cf the city. 
The cause 
is ail a m atter of speculation thus far. 
The 
mill had been shut down for some time.

WHAT IS “ PASSIVE RESISTANCE?’ 
Among the resolutions passed by the 
Irish Convention is a statement to the 
effect that the policy of the Irish Land 
Leaguers has thus far been one of “ passive 
“ resistance.” Under the circumstances 
this is a puzzling expression, for to the un­ 
initiated it would seem that there had been 
a good deal of active resistance. For ex­ 
ample, what do the Land Leaguers call it 
when an Irish farmer, having paid his 
rent, as all honest men should and do, is 
Immediately assassinated, or visited by a 
band of masked ruffians and cruelly muti­ 
lated, or has his cattle houghed or ripped 
open, or his barns or his bouse set on fire ? 
D jes all that kind of thing come under the 
bead of “ passive resistance ?” And if it 
does, why does it do so ? Murder, mob­ 
bing, mutilation, 
malicious 
mischief, 
arson, the shooting of women and even 
children, in fact all the brutal, cowardly 
and cruel outrages that can be committed, 
are, according to the daily telegraphic dis­ 
patches, beiug perpetrated in Ireland con­ 
tinually, Aud these outrages are perpe­ 
trated for no other reason under the sun 
than because the victims of them desire to 
act like honest uien and to pay their just 
debts; The Land Leaguers say that the 
’’‘no rent ” programme is launched against 
Kngland, but who are the actual sufferers 
from it? Xo doubt it is very disagreeable 
for the landlords to be refused their rent 
which is justly due to them, but their 
share in the suffering is a bagatelle when 
compared to that of the poor Irish farmers 
who are unfortunate enough to be honest. 
Be it remembered that all these murders 
and mutilations and other atrocities are 
being committed by Irishmen upon Irish­ 
men. The victims arc not Englishmen. 
They are the very people the Land Leaguers 
pretend to be working for. It is in the 
name of Irish patriotism that Irish tenant 
farmers are being assassinated, their cattle 
mangled and their houses burned. And 
this is the kind of policy the Irish Conven­ 
tion and Patrick Egan and the Land 
League designate as “ passive resistance.” 
Passive resistance to your neighbor’s views, 
exhibited by knocking him on the head or 
ehooting him through tho body, is a nov­ 
elty in characterization, and one it would 
have been hopeless to look for in any other 
countrv than Ireland. 


GUITEAD’S CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
The only possible explanation of Judge 
Cox’a conduct of the Guiteau case consists 
in the supposition that he is determined 
not to give the defense any ground for an 
appeal. Even such a purpose, however, 
may be pursued at too great a sacrifice, 
and there are few probably who will not 
agree with us that when, the other day, 
Guiteau coolly refused to answer Judge 
Porter’s questions, and took up a newspa­ 
per to read, the Court should have inter­ 
fered to protect the dignity of tho republic 
at least, if no regard was had to that of the 
Bench. But Guiteau has been mastered 
by tho careful and searching cross-examin­ 
ation of Judge Porter. He was put on the 
witness stand by the defense, and the etep 
proves to have been a disastrous one for 
his case. Scoville seems to have believed 
that Guiteau would convice the jury of 
his insanity ; but on the contrary, he has 
established his sauity to the complete sat­ 
isfaction of all who have read his answers. 
His theory of the divine inspiration has 
broken down completely under analysis, 
and it has been made apparent that he 
acted throughout with reference to his own 
eryninal impulses. The inspiration theory 
was an afterthought. He had determined 
on the murder of Garfield leiore it cc 
'curred to him. But the most damning 
disclosure drawn from him by J udge Por­ 
ter was tho admission that Le had experi­ 
enced remorse : a sentiment altogether in­ 
compatible with the theory of divine inspi­ 
ration. In short Guiteau has been made 
to appear for the first time in his true char­ 
acter, as a sham lunatic, and the defense 
can never reconstruct the shattered hypoth 
csis of his insanity. 


The United States Controller in his 
annual report discusses the question of the 
responsibility of Bank Directors and Ex­ 
aminers with considerable shrewdness. He 
defends the latter against the aspersions cast 
upon them in the recent case of the 
Mechanics’ Bank at Newark, and points 
out that it is impossible for an Examiner, 
who makes only periodical inspections of 
banks, to discover systematic frauds which 
have baiiled the vigilance of the Directors, 
sometimes for year3. He expresses the 
opinion that the real responsibility in til 
such cases must rest upon the Directors, 
and he suggeats.that they should be made 
severally and individually answerable for 
the funds committed to their care. This is 
practical good sense. For if through the 
appointment of Government Examiners the 
publ:c*are led to transfer their confidence 
from the Directors to these officials, and if 
because of the existence of such Govern­ 
ment supervision, the Directors are led to 
relax their watchfulness, it is evident 
that the measure which was adopted as a 
preventive will become a fresh source 
of evil and loss. On general principles it 
is a bad thing to shift responsibility 
on to the shoulders of any external 
agency, but in this case it is worse than 
foolish, sinae the Government cannot be 
held pecuniarily accountable, and since 
therefore the only consequence of the 
change can be to make the Directors prac­ 
tically irresponsible. 
The function of 
Bank Examiners is no doubt protective 
and precautionary, but these officers can­ 
not be substituted for the Directors. They 
can discover when the affairs of a bank are 
unsatisfactory if the books of the bank are 
honestly kept, but if fraud is being re­ 
sorted to for the purpose of concealing the 
actual condition of things it will require 
much more careful and prolonged inquiry 
than they can make to get at the truth. 
The Controller suggests that periodical ex­ 
aminations of banks shall bo made by 
Commissions appointed for that purpose, 
and which can devote the necessary time 
to the work. This proposition, however, 
is objectionable for the reaton already in­ 
dicated, namely, that it aim3 at relieving 
the Directors of responsibility. 
If, under a Commission system, a bank 
should make a disastrous failure, the Di­ 
rectors could allege that the fault lay in 
the negligence of the Commissioners. It 
is far better to hold tho Directors them­ 
selves to a strict accountability, and vro 
see no reason for stopping short of the 
responsibility imposed on such officers by 
the law of Scotland, as illustrated in the 
case of the City of Glasgow Bank. In that 
case tho Directors were held accountable 
to the la3t dollar of their property, and 
those who put themselves lorward as cus­ 
todians of the people’s earnings ought to 
be under pledges quite as heavy as this. 
There is no sound resson for lightening the 
burdens of bank Directors, in fact. No 
good is ever dcno by making it easy to 
establish banks. 
All sush legislation is 
sure in the end only to facilitate swindling. 
When the law provides that Directors 
shall only be liable for the amount of stock 
they hold, it encourages the careless 
transaction of banking business, induces 
adventurers to undertake the business, 
and paves the way for such financial dis­ 
asters as California and Sacramento have 
been made only toó familiar with. The 
main object of banking legislation should 
be to give the public security, but too 
frequently the main object sought in such 
legislation has been to provide opportuni­ 
ties of evasion for the Directors. 
What the people want is safe and con­ 
servative banking, not banking of the 
Ralston kind. And experience shows that 
the only way to secure this kind of bank­ 
ing is to make every Director responsible 
for the losses of the institution without 
limit other than the amount of his prop­ 
erty. Directors who act under the con­ 
stant realization of their respansibility 
may be trusted to look sharply enough 
after the affairs of their hanks. Those bo 
bound will not trust everything to a 
cashier, however pious and plausible, or 
dashing and brilliant, he may be. They 
will insist on learning from day to day how 
their property stands. They will insist on 
doing a thoroughly safe business. They 
will not be put off with fine assurances, 
but will inspect the books. They will 
learn what loan3 are made, and on what 
sicurity ; what commercial paper ¡3 dis­ 
counted ; what accounts are overdrawn. 
They will in short inform themselves so 
completely that their cashier cannot, if he 
would, deceive them, and in looking after 
their own interests they will guard the in­ 
terests of the public. 
This is the one way to have safe bank­ 
ing. You cannot make men care as much 
for the interests of others as they do for 
their own, but you can make their own 
interests identical with those of others, 
aud then their own selfishness will be a 
guarantee to the public. If experience is 
of any value it teaches us that Bank Di­ 
rectors ought to be made to carry the 
whole responsibility of the monetary lia­ 
bilities of their institutions. The limited 
liability principle has in our judgment 
been proved a failure by experiment. It 
has been very fruitful in the production of 
new banking establishments, bat it has 
been the parent of innumerable collapses 
traceable to precisely that carelessness 
which relief from responsibility engenders. 
There was some years ago a great demand 
for increased banking facilities, and it 
was argued that the old-fashioned no­ 
tions of responsibility prevented the 
public from being accommodated. But 
if a dispassionate review of the results of 
the limited liability principle were made, 
we are satisfied that the evils it has pro­ 
duced would far outweigh the benefits. 
It has led to wild speculation, daring ven­ 
tures, aud some dazzling successes, no 
diubt. But it has done more than any­ 
thing else to cieate a distrust of banking, 
and a distrust which has been literally 
forced upon the public by the constant re­ 
currence of such disasters as that of the 
Newark Bank. If, therefore, we are to 
have any further changes in banking legis­ 
lation, we are decidedly of opinion that 
they should be in the line of conservatism, 
and that no responsibility should be 
thought too heavy to put upon those who 
are frequeutly in a position to ruin the best 
part of a community.

CUITEAU’S 
TRIAL. 


Saturday's Proceedings in the Case 
of the Assassin. 
' 


[SrXCIAL BY TELEGRAPH TO THE RECORD-UNION.] 


Washington, December 3d.—In the Court-roopi 
to day the first witness was J. O. P. Burnside, Dis­ 
bursing Officer of the Postoffice Department. lie 
formerly lived in Freeport, 111., and knew the 
prisoner’s family. Guiteau’d father was an invalid. 
Charles Allen, of Missouri, lived in Freeport in 
1839 and 1340. He knew the Guiteau family. Mrs. 
Guiteau was in feeble health. 
Emory A. Storrs, of Chicago, eaid he knew Gui­ 
teau in that city by sight as a young lawyer. He 
saw him a few times at the National Republican 
Committee-rooms in New York during the last 
Presidential canvass. The prisoner came up to him 
gleefully, and, patting him on the shoulder, said : 
“ You are cn the right track." The witness never 
saw Guiteau doing anything at the Committee- 
rooms more than reading the papers. He seemed to 
have no special employment. In April he saw the 
prisoner iu Washington, lie (Guiteau) said he was 
going to have the Austrian mission. The witness 
told him that the place was an important one, and 
in Blaine’s line, aud that he (Blune) was a well- 
known politician. The prisoner replied that he was 
solid with Blaine. The witness thought that the 
conversation was leading up to the request for him 
(witness) to visit Blaine in Guiteau’s interest, and 
forestalled it by saying that his relations with 
Blaine were such that he could not possibly aid him 
(the prisoner). 
THE PRISONER’S “ MENTAL SIZE.” 
The witness had formed an opiuion as to Guiteau’s 
“ mental size,” but he could not express any opinion 
as to his sanity or insanity. His impressi-m was 
that Guiteau had an illy-balanced mind ; or, in com­ 
mon parlance, that he did not have good common 
sense. The witness was asked in relation to his po­ 
litical status just prior to the shooting of President 
Garfield, and if there were not elements of discord 
in the Republican party which threatened to dis­ 
rupt it. 
The reidy was : “ I think the Republican party a 
pretty difficult one to disrupt, and yhile there were 
elemeuts of discord, my belief in the good sense of 
the rank and file is such that I think it would have 
held together." 
Upon cross-examination the witness said: “ I 
never 3aw anything m Guiteau to indicate that lie 
could not distinguish right from wrong. I never 
saw anything in the conduct of the prisoner that 
would indicate that he did not know the difference 
between guilt and innocence. I never 6aw anything 
to indicate that he would not be responsible for a 
crime.” 
EXCEPTIONS NOTED. 
Scoville noted several exceptions to the rulings of 
Judge Cox in favor of the admission of these replies. 
This evidence created quite a stir in the Court-room, 
and it seemed to stagger those about the defense 
table. The sister of the prisoner was particularly 
aflect^d, and, in tones distinctly caught by the re­ 
porter, said : “ He has perjured himself; 'that is all 
there xs about it.” 
Edwarl Daniels testified that he thought Guiteau 
was era/.}-. 
Scoville made a sensation by summoning David 
Davis, Speaker Randall, Senator Bayard and Presi­ 
dent Arthur, none of whom responded, although 
they had been subpenaed. 
Scoville then read a number of newspaper slips 
found on the prisoner at the time of his capture. 
Guiteau interrupted, sayiug that there were a 
hundred of them when he was arrested, which he 
took from the Stalwart, Liberal and Half-breed pa­ 
pers, whenever he saw anything* confirming his in­ 
spiration 
A few minutes later, when Scoville \va9 reading 
a clipping, a stir became noticeable about the door 
leading to tho witness-room, and 
SENATOR DAVID DAVIS 
Was seen going toward the witness-stand. The 
reading closed. The Senator was sworn, and Sco­ 
ville proceeded to question him on political philoso­ 
phy. The Senator was quito non-commital. lie 
stated he was not connected with either of the 
political parties of tue country. 
Scoville—You know of a breach in the Republican 
party, growing out of difficulties ia*-t summer be­ 
tween President Garfield and Senator Conkling ? 
Davis—I had no ixersonal knowledge of it, not 
going into caucus with the Republicans; I kuow 
there were factions in the Republican party. 
Scoville—From your knowledge of the political 
difficulties which grew up at that t ine, and from 
your knowledge of the American people, what is 
your opinion, w«ts there a probability of those diffi­ 
culties disrupting and destroying the Republican 
pirlv ? 
Davis—That’s a far-reacbi.g question. The Re­ 
publican party li is not been destroyed, and yet there 
have been breaches in it. There is only one way in 
which the Republican party can be destroyed. " 
Scoville—Wh*t way is that ? 
Davis—The disruption of the Democratic party 
would destroy it. 
Scoville—Is it vour honest opinion that the diffi­ 
culties between the branches or factions of the Re­ 
publican p:-rty have been or are in danger of ab­ 
solutely disrupting the Republican party ? 
Davis—That is a mere matter of opinion. I cannot 
understand this iiuo of examination. The Republi­ 
can party is an extraordinary organization. I do not 
believe it will die unril the machine party is dead. 
Scoville—What is «.your opinion on this point, 
whether the success of the Democratic party at this 
time, or at the uext Presidential election, would im­ 
peril the existence of the Republic? 
THE REPUBLIC NOT IN DANGER. 
Davis—I do not think the success of any political 
party would imperil the Republic. I do not believe 
that at all. 
Scoville—Do you believe the success of the Demo­ 
cratic party would tend in any degree to bring on 
another civil war ? 
Davis—No, I do not. I think the Southern people 
are the last people in the world to desire to go into 
any war. If there be any war it will come some­ 
where else than from the South. 
Scoville—That is all. 
Davis—I was quite unwell when I got the sum­ 
mons to attend. I had never seen the prisoner, 
and knew nothing about the murder. 
Scoville—The reason for calling you will be stated 
in the argument. 
Bailey, the District Attorney’s stenographer, was 
put upon tin.* stand, and Guiteau at once became ex­ 
cited. He charged the witness with coming to him 
as a New York Herald reporter ami tricking him 
iuto an interview, the notes of which were used by 
the District Attorney. Bailey, he said, afterward 
made up a report from his notes for the New York 
Herald, and Guiteau wanted to know what he re­ 
ceived for it. 
It was finally brought out that Bailey had been 
given $590. The prisoner was worked up consider­ 
ably, and contradicted the witness, accusing him of 
perpetrating a fraud upon him. 
Guiteau, after Bailey’s withdrawal from the stand, 
addressed the Court, saying: “ The following per- 
s n3 I want si bptnaed ai witnesses: President Ar 
thur, Secretary Blaine, Senator Logan, Senator 
Conkling, General Grant, Senators Platt, Dorsey 
and Jones, Governor Jewell; James Gordon Ben­ 
nett, Whitelaw Reid, Governor Jones, Charles A. 
Dana and W. H. Hurlbut, and files of their papers 
from May to June; also, George Gorham, of the 
Washington Republican, and Stilson Hutchins, of 
the Washington Point, and files of their papers for 
Mav and June; and W. P. Nixon, of the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean, and files of the Inter Ocean. 
Scoville wanted Bailey’s notes, hut they had been 
destroyed. After this Scoville resumed.the reading 
of the clippings, and, there being no witnesses, the 
Court a Ijourned.

T h e R a in -S t o r m .—Another raiu-storm set 
in on Saturday evening at about half-pait 6 
o’clock, and up to an early hour this morn­ 
ing had continued with only brief intervals 
of cessation. 
I t was accompanied with but 
little wind, and the fall was gentle and came 
in just the manner which will be most ef­ 
fective in the interest of early plowing and 
seeding land which was not summer fallowed. 
The measurements of 
Sergeant Bsrwiek 
show th at the rainfall for the present storm, 
up to 8 o'clock last evening, amounted to 
1.44 inches ; for the season, 4 27 inches; for 
1880, to corresponding date, 3.02 inches; in 
1879, 329 inches; in 1878, 1.35 inches; in 
1877, 1 80 inches. 
Average for past five 
s asous, to date, 2 75 inches; 
excess of 
present season over the average of past five 
seasons, to corresponding date, is 1.52 inches. 
I t was learned from the railroad headquar­ 
ters in this city th at the storm is general and 
heavy upon all tho lines of the road, and still 
continued at 1 o’clock this morning. _ I t 
rained hard at Summit until last evening, 
when it turned to enow, and is falling fast, 
but is wet and does not drift, and no inter­ 
ruption of the trains is anticipated.

FELLOWS’ TEMPLE YESTERDAY 


In Honor of tñe ¡Eencry of Jamss L. 
Ridgely — Eulogy by Grand Repre­ 
sentative Grove L. Jobasos, 


Memorial services were held at Odd Fel­ 
lows’ Temple, in th:c city, yesterday, by the 
Fraternity of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows, in honor of the memory of the late 
-Tames L. Ridgely, the veteran Grand Secre­ 
tary of the Order, who died at Baltimore, 
Md., on the Itíth of November. Past Grand 
Master Ezra Pearson presided, and Iisv. T. 
H. B. Anderson officiated aa Chaplain. A 
quartet composed of Mrs. W. C. Fitch, Mrs. 
G. W. Godley, and Mesara. Beaumont and 
Fritz tang with good effect three pieces, aud 
in otters the audience joined. \7. D. Crowe 
presided at the organ. The proclamations of 
the Grand Master of this State, and of the 
Grand Patriarch, ia relit ion. to the death of 
" Grand Secretary, were read, and then fol- 
ed the regular funeral service of the Or- 
which was impressively rendered. 
At the close of the funeral service Grove 
L. Johnson, Grand Representative, delivered 
the following address and eulogy upon the 
deceased: 
Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen. 
Brethren: There is mourning throughout 
the land, there is sorrow wherever the triple 
link has unfurled its banner ; there is lamen­ 
tation ’mid ail the people. A great mas has 
left us, a good man has gone before. Our 
friend, our teacher, our brother, James L. 
Ridgely, has passed from earth. No more 
by tongue or pen can he cheer our hearts, 
animate our exertions or illustrate by word 
and deed the fitness of our Order as a minister 
to the cares and wants of mao. His mem­ 
ory, though, will remain green forever, and 
by its ever shining purity will illumine the 
pages of our fraternal Hie, prompt the 
worker, reprove the erriug and applaud the 
faithful servitor of Odd Fellowship. 
_ 
We meet to-day as members of a grief- 
stricken family to express our sorrow, voice 
our lament and chant our mourning dirge 
over th 9 true Odd Fellow who has pierced the 
mysteries of the hereafter. W o meet to 
unite our voices with those of hundreds of 
th ilsands of Odd Fellows, th'at from every 
clime, under every sun, are to-day mingling 
in one common flood of praise to the 
man, honor to the OJd Fellow, love for 
the brother who has left the scenes of earth 
to enter that other and Letter world where, 
in the full realization of the fatherhood of 
God and brotherhood of man, for which h9 
toiled so imceasiEgly iu the ilesh, an eternity 
of j >y awaits his ransomed spirit. We shall 
stc-k also to gather from the bounteous har­ 
vest of his life and labors ; from the teach­ 
ings of the Order ha loved so well and im­ 
proved so much by precapt and example ; 
solace for our sorrow, courage for our hearts 
and letsMis for the exacting present and the 
boundless futur-. A biograohical sketch of 
cany length of Brother R-'dgely w. ubi of nc- 
essity include a history of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows, for he became a mem­ 
ber of the Order po soon after attaining hia 
majority, and after becoming a member was 
so closely allied with it, that hia whole life­ 
time as a man may be truly said to have been 
passed in the service of the Order. 
The pleasure of a personal acquaintance 
with our honored dead was denied me, for 
when I was East his physical infirmities pre­ 
vented his attending the Sovereign Grand 
Ledge. All that I can say, therefore, of his 
life aud character ia drawn from the record of 
our literature and the impress bis mind and 
life have made upon my heart in common 
with that of every member of oqr great 
brotherhood. All that I shall attempt will 
he to frame, as it were, a skeleton sketch of 
the career of Ridgely, leaving to other and 
abler hands, at a more opportune season, the 
task of writing a biography. We each and 
all can for ourselves fill in from the dates and 
acts given to-day the pictures of the thought­ 
ful boy, the steady aud studious youth, the 
haid-workiug citizen, the kind father and 
husband, the liberal thinker, the faithful 
official, the pure philanthropist, the eloquent 
writer and speaker, the true Odd Fellow— 
that all combined made up the life of the 
man James L Ridgely, that stamped him at 
every age and under all circumstances as one 
of Nature’s noblemen, rich in horerty, truth 
aud purity. 
He was born in Januaiy 27, 1S07, in Balli- 
. more, Maryland. His father was an old aud 
respected merchant of that city, and for 
nearly two centuries his ancestors had resided 
in that State. Wo can claim Ridgely, then, 
as he wished, as a pure American—as a type 
of that nationality which, c ).-mopolitan in its 
begiuniog, has become sui generis in its ac­ 
tivity, its energy, its liberality, its success, 
its inventivo power, its fideli y to principle, 
its freedom ; which has harnessed the light­ 
ning to do its work, annihilated distance and 
weight with its iron horse, cleared a continent 
from wilderness, opened mines exceeding 
Golconda’s wealth, framed, maintained and 
saved a Government more liberal and more 
powerful than any ever known, and builded a 
society that through its beneficent actions 
and loving teachings has made the name of 
OJd Fellow the proudest beast of half a 
million of freemen throughout the world. 
Bo,ther Ridgely received a goad education, 
gr.-duating from Mount St. Mary’s College, 
at limmictsbnrg, lid., at about the age of 
twenty. His chosen profession was the law, 
and ¿iter studying therefor in tha office of 
David Hoffman, E q , a leading attorney of 
Baltimore, he, in June, 1828, was admitted to 
Íiractice. Had he continued his work as a 
awyer there is no doubt but that he would 
have won aud maintained high rank at the 
bar. lie had that analytical mind, that firm­ 
ness ofpurpose, that directness of statement, 
that perspicuity of expression, that distin­ 
guishes all successful lawyers ; the3e united, 
as they were, with a r ra {gift i f eloquence, 
w mid have enabled him to Ftand in the froat 
rank of that brilliant profession which at­ 
tracts so many or our bright minds and 
showers success upon so few. It may not be 
amiss to notice here that he was honored with 
political office and distinction. 
In 1834-5 he was a member of the Balti- 
nn.io City Council, and ia 1838 he was a 
member of the House of Delegates (answering 
to ocr Assembly) of the State of Maryland. 
He was also a member of the two Constitu­ 
tional Conventions of his uative State, held 
respectively iu 1849 and 1804. In all of these 
legislative positions he was noted for his in­ 
dustry. for strict fidelity to his duties, for 
scrupulous honesty; laboring to advance the 
political iuterests of his people as their public 
servant with the same zeal and thoroughness 
tlmt he labored to adven ie their moral inter­ 
ests through the teachings of the Order he 
was ever pressing upon their attention. For 
twelve years, commencing in 1852. he was 
Register of Wills of Baltimore, giving uni- 
v.us il satisfaction to ail having business rela­ 
tions with that office. His efforts to benefit 
mankind were not confined alone to adults— 
he included the children of the land in his 
far-reaching phiHctrophy. For a number 
of jeers he w.-.s a member of the Board of 
Education of Baltimore, serving for several 
years as President of that body ; while thus a 
member he earnestly strove to elevate the 
character, simplify the details and rai-e the 
grade of tha public schools of Baltimore. It 
was mainly through his exertions that the 
present completo school System oi that city 
was established. He was Collector of In­ 
ternal Revenue for the Baltimore District by 
appointment of President Line do, serving 
during that and the ad ministrati n of Presi­ 
dent Johnson. Into this office he carried the 
same exact regard for the feelings and rights 
of others, the same care as to details, that 
characterized him in all other departments cf 
Hfe. His accounts were always ready and 
always correct. 
These episodes ia tha Hfe of onr departed 
brother arc mentioned that we may see how 
the true Odd Fellow easily succeeds in other 
walks of life ; that we may the more clearly 
realize the varied services aud ability of the 
man who for so rnauy years we have perhaps 
unwittingly regarded as only the incarnation 
of O ld Fellowship. His life in connection 
with the Order is a household treasure in 
every Lodge, and will be bnt epitomized. 
May 27, 1829, he was initiated into and made 
a member of Columbia Lodge, No. 3, I. O. 
O. F„ of Baltimore, Md, October 14, 1829, 
he was elected Vies Grand, anil February 17, 
1830, Noble Grand of that Lodge. From 
these dates to the day of his death, November 
16, 1881, he was always in office, always per­ 
forming duty for the Order. For over fifty- 
two years—a period far exceeding the average 
age of man—he wore the armor of the Order 
an J waved tl e good fight against evil. But 
one member of the Order antedates him— 
Brother Joshua Van Zvnt, the esteemed and 
perpetual Grand Treasurer of the Sovereign 
Grand Bodge, who joined in 1823. May 
“ Honest -Joshua ” long be spared to us. 
Brother Ridgely entered the Grand Lodge 
of Maryland at its special session of May 
*>7 or June 22, 1830, and on the 20th day of 
July 1830, he was nominated and elected 
Grand Secreter j of the Grand Lodge of 
Maryland. When he entered the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland and became its Gran-1 
Secretary, ths Order was just bringing itself 
prominently Defore the public, anil was Strug­ 
gling Cor existence and permanency. _ A 
charter bad but recently, and mainly 
through his exertions, been procured from 
the Legislature of Maryland tot the Grand 
Lo-Pe of Maryland, wmch was the first 
offiafi-1 recognition the Order had received. 
We of this day who 3-e Odd Fellows’ halls in 
evew city and almost every vu.age m the 


nation, can scarcely realize that in 1830 the 
project of building the first halif >r ths Order 
was under discussioD, with more doubts and 
fears than characterize new projects to day. 
Brother Ridgely entered heart and soul into 
the scheme, pushed it with characteristic 
energy when the building was under construc­ 
tion and the funds gave out, advanced $2,000 
out of his own pocket, and finally had the 
great joy of meeting with his brethren in a 
hall owned by the Order, dedicated by the 
Order to the uses and purposes of the Order. 
At thi3 date, 1830, he may be said to have be­ 
come fully identified with the cause of Odd 
Fellowship, and in his own language to have 
“ thereby fixed his earthly destiny,” and we 
may add “ his heavenly reward.” From 
thenceforward his Hfe became blended with 
that of the Order. Iu 1831 he for the first 
time met with the Grand Lodge oi the 
United States; and continuously thereafter, 
until hia feeble frame no longer permitted him 
the pleasure, he attended that august body. 
In 1835-6 he was upon the Committee on 
the Revision of the Ritual, and gave to that 
work his days and nightB ceaselessly and lov­ 
ingly, aiming then, sb he ever did thereafter, 
to improve and where necessary'prune the 
work, seeking to redeem it from the crudities 
necessarily attendant upon its youth, to purify 
it from tha unrestrained social clement aud 
guiding it step by step towards its present 
grand culmination as the most perfect and 
heaificent of all attempts cf man to alleviate 
human snffering and elevate human charac­ 
ter. In 1836 ho was elected Grand Sire, but 
declined the office, believing, as he stated, 
that he could do more good to the Order in a 
subordinate position. In 1840 he was elected 
Graud Corresponding Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States, and in 1841 was 
re elected, and in addition the position of 
Grand Recording Secretaiy was combined 
with it. This double position he held until 
his death, being re-elected unanimously each 
time. He thus served for 41 years as one of 
the officers of the highest body in our Order. 
In 1840 he was again elected Grand Sire and 
again declined the office. The reasons given 
by him each time in declining this exalted 
position are such aa do credit to his humility, 
while not satisfactory to our opinion of his 
abilities. In 1S45 he was again upon the 
Committee to Revise the Ritual, and aided 
more than any or ail others in perfecting the 
beautiful and impressive written work of Odd 
Fellowship. At this time he prepared the 
present Past Grand’s charge, which epitomizes 
the faith, the workings, the teachings, and 
exemplifies th9 blessings of our Order in lan­ 
guage so apt and so eloquent that to be its 
author is fame enough for any ate man. 
Every lover of freedom in the world has for 
a century past, and will for centuries to come, 
read and revere the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence cf the thirteen LToited Colonies of North 
America, and if an American will proudly 
say, “ lam a countryman of Jefferson, the 
author of that immortal statement of political 
equality and national rights and duties,” so 
every lover of humanity in the world Ills for 
two score years gone, and will for ages to 
come, if permitted, read and revere the Past 
Grand’s charge in Odd Fellowship, and if an 
American will as proudly say, “ I am a coun­ 
tryman of Ridgely, the author of that immor­ 
tal declaration of fraternal principles, and the 
rights, duties and privileges of common 
humanity;” while, if an Old FeUow, he will 
add, with conscious and loving pride, “ I am 
the brother of him who penned those lines 
and lived those principles.” 
How little did llidgely dream—how little 
did he foresee—when in 1830 he was putting 
his shoulder to the wheel of the then 11 year- 
old Order, that he was enlisting for his life 
in the grand host that marches behind the 
broad standard if Odd Fellowship Much 
less did his humble heart then tell him that 
he should become the captain of this new 
army of salvation from sorrow, from in­ 
humanity ; that he was to be a second Peter 
the ilermit, leading to * a new crusade—a 
force more powerful than any that followed 
the monk—a crusade uot leveled against 
mere temporal sovereignties, bnt the princi- 
paüties of sin ; not seeking to recover holy 
lands from the heathen, but to preserve man­ 
kind from vies in all its forms. 
As I reflect upon the immensity of our Or­ 
der; its wondrous vitality ; it3 power, terri­ 
ble in its vastness ; its capacity (or growth ; 
itB capabilities for good ; its magniiicsnt rec­ 
ord of the past, where every mile-stone of its 
Hfe is marked by the blessings of the widow, 
the orphan and the afflicted; its glorious 
work in the present; its illimitable future of 
usefulness, where the mind, cleaving the mist 
that covers ages yet to come, beholds its good 
doeds ever increasing, its membership ever 
spreading UDtil day answers unto night and 
season unto seas or, of its beauty and holinets 
and power, until the music of homes made 
happy by its practices swells in sweet sym­ 
phony from every nation ’neath the sky. fill­ 
ing the broad blue aich of heaven with the 
melody of gratitude, I am amazed and daz- 
zied by the sight; I am prou 1 to loe an Odd 
Fellow ; 1 am thankful to Wildev and Ridge- 
ly, and devoutly grateful to Almighty God 
for such an Order. 
llidgely’s labors are o’er. They were of in­ 
estimable value to our Order ; not only be­ 
cause of the woik he did, the example he 3et, 
nor alone by reason oi what he wrote and en­ 
grafted upon the Order; but also because cf 
the excrescences he remove 1, the imperfee 
tinns he remedied, the untidiness he remod­ 
eled, tiie system he introduced, and the gen­ 
eral high tone he infused into all the divisions, 
degrees and ramifications of the Order. He 
lived asa tiueO.id Fell owshould live—co s • 
ently doing good to ail; he died as a true Odd 
Filiow should die—at peaca with his soul, his 
fellow man and his God. Marble shafts may 
mark his last resting place on earth, but his 
real monument is erected i:i the heart of 
every Odd Fellow ; Uis eulogy v.ill be forever 
pronounced by the Order an i i s ritual; his 
memciy revered, his life lessons cherished by 
an ever enlarging number oi meu claiming to 
be his brethren. 
No man can help being benefited by Odd 
Fellowship if he will bat learn its principles 
and live according to their requirements. 
That much we all agree npou—that much 
we all can learn from our ritual aa well as 
from the life aud writings of Ridgely. It 
canDot of course be truthfully claimed that 
all yielding allegiance to the I. O. O. F. are 
good citizens or good men, but this is because 
they are merely members of the Order, and 
are not Odd Fellows iu spirit andintiuth. 
It ean, however, be proudly and most truly 
asserted that ary man who will study the 
Order and obey its precepts will become a 
worthy member of the body politic, an honor 
to his family, a comfort to himself, hd aid to 
all Eeckcrs after righteousness, and a helper 
in tho true progress of the age in which he 
lives. We r.ll can be great on meat ocoa- 
si ns; we all can be go id Odd Fellows on 
parado day3 like the present, but to keep 
parade manners and act parade conduct in 
tvsry-day life is a more difficult matter than 
we are willing usually to acknowledge ; yet 
upon the degree of succet-s attending such 
etf rts depends our happiness as human 
beir.es aud our prosperity as citizens, Odd 
Fellows or Lodges. 
Fraternity i.-: a graud idea It bind; you 
and I end 500 0)0 more men together in this 
Order, but it is a rope of sand, without 
strength or woith, if it becomes mere ver­ 
biage, awakens no responsive acts to its oft- 
repeated words, and serves only as a link 
connecting us that we may boast of its con­ 
nection. The payment of sick and funeral 
benefits, the care cf the orphan and widow, 
the disbursement of charity, are but the 
smallest type3 of true fraternal feeling They 
are the incidents to its life, the outcroppings 
of its golden strata, the mere evidences of 
its keeping its prom s s to pay, tha rtdeuip 
tion of its pledges of relief. 
Ridgely w as at orce the mouthpiece and 
the sample of the Order—he painted the 
moral b7 his example and adorned the tale 
by his actions. Ho was an Odd Fellow ia 
hts words, &= we have 
rd them so often in 
the Lodge-room; he was an o ld Fellow in 
fcis actious, as evidenced by 'he Lve borne 
him by his brethren in the Order, the esteem 
of his fellow-citizens and the universal vqice 
of all that knew him. From his Hfe and 
speech and writings, in and out of the Lodge- 
room. we can gather as the crowning lesson 
of all, that it is our duty to be what we seem ; 
to practice what we preach ; to be brotherly 
iu act as well as word ; to be fraternal with 
heart as well aa lip ; to aid ea h other every­ 
day, not once iu seven ; to realize the unseen 
bond oi love that unites us one to the other. 
Iu that valuable contribution to the liten.- 
turo of the age and priceless gift to the Order 
“ The History of American Odd Fellow­ 
ship”—Brother Ridgely ampiifirethe ide» of 
fraternity hinted at, as it were, in ths Past 
Grand’s charge, and caUs upon all who would 
keep the covenant of faith to give proof by 
their acts of the workings _ of the spirit 
within them. The work, which every OJd 
Fellow should possess, ia of great ability, and 
gives its author high rank in the literary 
world. It also reveals anew his modesty, for 
while it cannot avoid speaking of KiJgely ’s 
services to and connection with the Order, it 
does so quietly aud unostentatiously, while 
giving praise and prominence to other work­ 
ers, even with reference to the book itself. 
The volume to my mind is at once a history 
of the Order, and an eloquent and beautiful 
exposition of the intrinsic excellencies of Odd 
Fellowship, besides being» stirriDgand ira- 
prestive demand npon brothers for individual 
effort and daily action, a3 constituting the 
true basis for the real and permanent Euccezs 
of the Order. 
It k:*3 sometimes appeared to me strange 
that all mankind did not unite with us. Odd 
Fellow;hip Extends to all sojourners upon 
this earth its helping hand, proffers its aid to 
every toiler in the vineyard of life, and in­ 
vites all the peoples of the earth to bathe in 
the sweet waters that flow from the peren­ 
nial fountain of its pure principles, that they 
may be cleansed from unworthy thoughts, 
prepared for tha conflicts of this world and 
given enduring strength of goodness. But 
while so doing it calls upon its dsvoteas_ to 
help along in the great work of improving 
and elevating man ; it demands of each indi­ 


vidual member that he shall keep one set of 
ideas for the t o Id and the Lodge alike; it 
does not permit him to change hts raiment of 
acts and governing motives each time he en­ 
ters and leaves the Lodge, as he dots his re­ 
galia. 
The institution of Odd Fellowship is pro­ 
gressive in its character. It demands that 
its influence in this regard for the good of its 
followers be shown by the brotherhood. It 
will be so manifested by all when each will 
obey the behests of the Order and foUow the 
footatens of the leader whose death we inor.ru 
to-day. Of him, aa illustrating in his life the 
ideas we have thus found ingrained in the 
Order, we well may say : 
Waft, waft VO winds his story. 
And you, ye waters roll, 
’HU like a sea of glory 
It spreads from pole to pole. 
For such an Order as we have, any man 
could work. To the enthusiastic soul of 
Ridgely, whose clear brain foresaw, though 
dimly at first, the possibilities of such a fra­ 
ternal organization,-the opportunity to labor 
intelligently and practically for the comiog 
of the day when one rule of principle should 
govern all meL, was too grand to be lost. Is 
it any wonder that, permeated as he was 
with love for his kind, ha became enamored 
of the Order and its principles—that he 
.bound himself to it by indissoluble bands of 
thought and affection—that his days were 
full of labor for its welfare aud his rights 
filled with dreams of its future greatness ? 
In 1829, when he became one with the 
Order, it was weak, small in membership, 
but little known, without influence or moral 
force, He lived to see Odd Fellowship grow 
with giant strides to giant strength, spread 
from State to State, until the whole Union 
felt its influence and acknowledged its power; 
saw it sweep through the American continent 
carrying the glad tidings of universal brother­ 
hood, from where the morning sun makes 
rosy the waters of Chesapoake bay. to where 
the setting snn gilds the rocky hills of the 
Golden Gate ; beheld it carry its banner in 
triumph eastward and westward, from its 
birthplace, across the vast oceans that divide 
tha civilized peoples of this globle, plant it iu 
glad glory in the newly-opened fields of 
Australia, upon the historic Alps, upon 
Hawaiian volcanic peak*, in the ancient cities 
of continental Europe, thence moving onward 
with resistless march, circle the world with 
triple bands of friendship, love and truth, 
making tbo air of all the earth redolent with 
the periurae of its brotherly love, its kjpdly 
offices to one another in the day of need 
Oh ! brethren of this friendly Order, let us 
toil with renewed energy to make Odd Fel­ 
lowship what dear brother Ridgely wished it 
to be—an ever-present monitor to each iidi- 
vidual member, teaching him by its silent yet 
imprecsive influence to practice whit he 
avows, to be what he claims, to regard the 
Lodge as his family, the membership as his 
brothers, in his daily, hourly contact with 
them. Let us make the Order better by 
making ourselves better. Let us benefit our 
brothers by setting good examples. Let us 
be to their failings very forgiving, seeking to 
palliate, not to enlarge; to reform, not to 
punish ; to prove cur fraternal feeling by our 
acts for and to one another, as well as by our 
pledges and our professions. We can make 
real the ideal of our Order. We can convince 
the outside world that the reality of Odd F’el- 
lonship exceeds the conjectures of the unini­ 
tiated ; but so to succeed we must each put 
hand to hand, join effort with effort in our 
collective capacity ss Camps aud Lodges, and 
our individual capacity as members of the 
Order. The genius of OJd Fellowship, the 
teachings of our ritual and cer: monies, the 
example of Ridgely, all aid us in killing that 
selfish spirit innate to man, ali assist us ia 
building up within our souls and senses that 
broad, ihat expansive, that enlarged view of 
mankird which enables us to say of every 
human being, “ He is my brother,” and to 
prove by our actions that our hearts beat re­ 
sponsive to our sayings. 
When in the history of creation the time 
shall come, as under God’s providence I be­ 
lieve it will come, that an Odd Fellow shall 
be di.-tinguished from his fellows, not because 
of the titles that may have accrued to him by 
long continued service in the Order, not by 
reason of bis ability, his wealth or his stand­ 
ing, not bee tuse he has been for many years 
connected with an institution so good as this, 
not because of the power that may be given 
to him by the acclamations of hundreds of 
thousands of admiring members of the Bame 
fraternity ; but because he is really and truly 
a friend of every man and every good, be­ 
cause he is really and truly a representative 
of a love that passeth understanding, because 
he really represents the spirit of truth in aU 
the walks of life : then, and not till then ; no 
matter if before that day millions upon mill­ 
ions have acknowledged themselves OJd Fe’» 
lows, no matter if untold billions have before 
that bsen expended in mutual relief; then, 
aud not till then, will the Order have reached 
that stage in its progressive character de­ 
signed by its fonnders; then, and cot till then, 
will we have led man to the realization of the 
true fraternal relation designed by the great 
author of his existence. 
God speed the coming of that day. We 
may bring it here soon. We may bring it to 
our Sacramento Lodges. We may briug it 
to ourselves. We must so briug it,. 
It is related that one of tho old masters of 
thi art of sculpture, desirous of leaving a 
memento to hia family that should be a per- 
pitual glory to his nation and au eternal 
monument to his own fame, seclude ! himself 
from ail ihat he loved and he'd most dear, de­ 
voted his days and nights, his .-enees, his will, 
to the carving from marble of an imago which 
should at onoo represent Beauty, Truth, 
Love, Humanity. His whole sou! was car - 
c.-ntrated in the effort; he applied to it all 
his geniu-. audit was great. Time passed; 
he recked; it ¡not; he regarded as wasted 
tho minut a passed in evticg and sleeping; 
he labored with the ardor of yonth, the 
knowledge of 3ge and the practice of years. 
At lost the statue was finished, the last blow 
had been etruck, the last polish given. Wait­ 
ing until the noonday snn shone its full, he 
unveiled his handiwork and stood enchanted 
before a masterpiece of art. He gloried in hie 
woik, he feasted his artistic soul upon its 
beauties and his ambition upon the well won 
applause he dreamed would mark his name 
down all the cycles of Time. The statue 
npou its pedestal, with its icftly rounded 
arms, its beauteous form, its sensuous limbs, 
was n-arvelcn-ly perfect; it was the imagery of 
Hfe. the acme of human progress and art. Pyg­ 
malion gazed and admired, hutas he did so new 
feelings came unbidden to him ; love for his 
marble image grew to adoration. Bowing 
down before it, be prayed to the gods of 
heathen mythology ; he called upon Venus 
upon Cupid, Goddess and God of Love, he 
called upon Jupiter the Great, to work a 
miracle for him, to give his marble life. The 
gods answered his entreaties, and as he 
tremblingly rose from his knees he saw tho 
cold, cold bosom of stoi e swell and throb 
with new emotions, its limbs, its arms move, 
its body grew instinct with life, its eyes opened 
to gaze with love upon its creator, aud he 
pressed to his arms a living form, which ho 
himself had fashioned, and to which the 
gods had given life. 
We, of this Order of Odd Fellows, contem­ 
plating its beauty, its symmetrical propor­ 
tions, its adaptation to the purposes of man, 
its glory, its grandeur, its goodness, its per­ 
fect fitness as an assistant to man in all the 
pathways of life, its Eweet representation in 
its teachings of truth, love and humanity, 
animated like him of old with love for this 
cap sheaf of all man's garnering? from h¡3 
fruitful brain, can and should call npon onr 
God, the God who is all love, all friendship, 
all truth, to make our Order a living, breath­ 
ing reality, that shall move upon the tace of 
the earth ar.d enter into the consciences of 
nil men, not as the cold handiwork of his fel­ 
low maD, but as an angel of goodness, as the 
the glory cf fraternity given by God himself 
t) nourish, invigorate and improve humanity. 
And now to thee, deir departed Brother 
Ridgely, we say farewell; we promise ages of 
reverence ; we will inscribe upon thy tomb 
that motto of Abou Ben Adhem so often in 
th 7 mouth: 
“ I prav thee, ihen, 
Write me as one who loves his fellow men, 
confident that when the great awakening 
light of (he Judgment Day shall come, tby 
name will lead all the rest in very truth, aa 
did the Arab sage’s in poetic story. 
And to thee, dear Order, as we part forever 
from our loved leader, we pledge renewed 
fealty, we premise renewed exertion, that 
through thy aid we may redeem this world 
from the devices of sin, we may cleanse our 
own hearts from impurities, we may each ex­ 
emplify fraternity, we may hasten the comiog 
of that day yet hidden in the womb of Time 
to which Hope lool:3 forward with ardent 
joy, when one law shall bind all ration», 
tongues and creeds, and that law shall be the 
law pi universal brotherhood. 
At the close of the address a requiem was 
sung by the quartet and the benediction pro­ 
nounced by the Chaplain.

known, that I, Charlee A. Wetmore, Chief Ex­ 
ecutive Yiticultural and Health Officer of the Beard 
of State Yiticultural Commissioners, being duly 
authorized and instructed bj‘ sail Board, do declare 
the following quarantine rules and regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news 
papers <*f general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, iu tins State. All parties conceVned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rulos and regulations: 
QUARANTINE It i le s an d r e g u l a tio n s . 
Rule 1. All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of tbe wood of the preceding year’s growth; all 
older wocd to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard wbere made, and to be 
immediately destroyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in- 
specior for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The t*asen of this rule is that the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside thiB State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall bo disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho-carbonate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle ; immerse 
cuttings ar*d rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy eil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently tv boiling point tor one hour; replace water 
loi,t by evaporation ; pour into suitable ve|sel8 and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 p&its of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crjstalsin water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ton min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 2§ gallons of water; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of 41 liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of water; immerse cuttings and rooted vi#es 
ten minutes. [N. B.—To make 44 liver of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water ; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parts 
of w’ater to one part of44 liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 
For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed local resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where vinc-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
applisation to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by this office. 
RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE FTRTIIER 
PROTECTION OF VINEYARBS. 
All persons planting new' vineyards within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider all 
, roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well cs also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country. 
CERTIFICATES. 
For the further convenience of vine-growers, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Inspector residing 
nccir the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting forth 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, ami shall be cut it Jed to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cents f >r tueh certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that mav be satisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shali likewise bo given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who sha'l 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector that cutt ings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations of 
this office. 
INFECTED W RAPPINGS, ETC. 
Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the State with imported cuttings and 
vims (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting ihe contents thereof, by iru- 
meraing in or washing with any of the solutions 
named in Rule 2, provided that the strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall he increased hy 
the reduction of the water in the same to onc-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not disinfected, 
such packages and packing materials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
PENALTIES*. 
All infractions or evasions of these rules will be 
punishable according to law.

Commissioners of Cali­ 
fornia. In pursuance of an Act entitled 4,An 
Act to difine and enlarge tbe duties and 
powers of the Board of State Yiticultural Com­ 
missioner, and to authorize the apj-ointment of cer­ 
tain officers, and to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” approved March 4, 18dl, 
the Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Offi­ 
cer may appoint local resident Inspectors in any and 
all oi the i uit-growing regions of the State, w hose 
duties shall be as provided in Section 4 of an Act 
entitled “An Act to define and enlarge the duties 
and power» of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioners, and to authorize the appointment of 
certain office-s, and to protect the interests of Horti­

8. Tree or plant cuttings, grafts, «cions, plants or 
trees of any kind may be disinfected'by dipping in 
a solution composed of not kss than one pound 
(1 ft*) of commercial concentrated lye to each and 
every two (2) gallons of water used as such disin­ 
fectant, or in any other manner satisfskctory to tbe 
Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
9. Empty fruit boxes, packages or baskets may 
be disinfected by dipping in boiling water, and al­ 
lowed to remain in said boiling water not less than 
two minutes. Said boiling water used a3 such dis­ 
infectant to coutain in solution not* less than one 
pound (1 lb) of concentrated potash, or three- 
fourths (3) of one pound (1 ft>) of concern rated lye 
to each and every twenty gallons of water, or in 
any other manner satisfactory to the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
10. Fruit on deciduous and citrus trees infested 
by any species of Scale Insect or Scale Insects, or 
the germs thereof, namely, their egg?, larv;e or 
pupa, may be disinfected before removal from the 
tree, or from the premises where grown, by w ag­ 
ing or thoroughly spraying said fiuitwith a solu- 
ti ‘ii composed of one pound (1 ft») of whale oil soap 
aud one-fourth of one pound of flowers of sulphur 
to each and every one ar.d one quarter (lj) gallon* 
of water u*wi as such disinfectant, or n any other 
m mner satisfactory to the Chief Executive Horti­ 
cultural and Health Officer. 
11* Owners of fruit cf any kind grown n any 
orchard, nursery or place, in which trees or plant* 
are known to be infested with any insect or insect*, 
or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larva; or 
pup», known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, and all persons in 
possession thereof, or offering for sale, gift, distri­ 
bution or tranportation, are hereby required to pro­ 
cure a certificate of disinfection before removal for 
sale, gift, distribution or t-ansportaticn.
